The funds will allow a $75 
per week stipend to teachers 
enrolled in the program to 
train a maximum of 21 
persons. 

The courses will be offered 
in the fall semester at 
Montevallo. Davis said it will 
be an “‘intensive type of 
program, with a full day of 
study every day for the first 
half of the semester.” In the 
last half of the semester, the 
teachers and teacher-candidates 
will spend two weeks in each 
of four schools in a practicum 
situation. 

Davis said applications have 
been slow in coming in. He 
expects to recruit teachers on a 
state-wide basis for the 
program. Anyone who is now 
teaching or would complete 
work for a teachers certificate 
at the end of this course is 
eligible to enroll. 


Part B-2 of the Education 
Professions Development Act 
was set up to provide local 
school districts with funds to 
meet shortages of teachers in 
given fields.

only for the coal mined, and not by the hour, some men 
would work a week and not make enough money to pay for 
the carbide they used in their mine lamps. This “rash” was 
brought to the surface and dumped, eventually creating a 
huge mountain, 

One problem caused at Dogwood by this man-made 
mountain was the fact that after a few years of operation it 
eventually spilled into the road and covered it up. Mr 
Charlie Holsomback lived on the other side of this rock 
dump at the time and had to walk through the woods in 
order to get to and from his house. This road which was 
known as the “Old Tuscaloosa Road” was revortedly at 
first an old Indian trail which ran from Kymulga Ferry to 
Tuscaloosa. 

When Shelby County finally ber» do road 
construction work, they desired to .vout the “Old 
Tuscaloosa Road” completely and to build a new road 
through the middle of Dogwood. At first the company 
officials at Dogwood refused the county the right of way, 
but then after learning that they had to move their rock 
dump from the old road as an alternative, they quickly 
consented, 


Scale Man And Chainer 


During the 1930's the mining operations of Dogwood 
were operated continually, employing both white and black 
laborers, These men would work hard from early morning 
until late afternoon in sections of the mine called “rooms.”’ 
Once the men had loaded the coal onto mine cars, they 
would attach a brass tag which had a number on it. These 
numbered tags allowed the “scale man” on the surface to 
credit the coal to the proper person when it was pulled to 
the surface. 

Many times discrimination was practiced in the mines

by a man known as “the chainer.” He was responsible for 
hooking up the cars inside the mine to be pulled to the 
surface. Many times “the chainer” would hook up the cars 
of his friends, and ignore the others. , 

Therefore, the coal of some miners would sometimes 
remain in the mine for a week, and without being pulled to 
the surface they could not be given credit for their work. 
This practice sometimes left the hard working miners in a 
bad situation as far as providing for their families’ needs. 

When the coal was finally brought to the surface, it 
was weighed and credited to the specific miner’s total 
tonnage for the month. The miners were paid around 
thirty-five cents for each ton of coal they mined, Deducted 
from the payday of each miner was a payment which 
became known as “stoppage,” an automatic deduction 
from the payrolls for such things as sanitation, doctor, 
school, house rent, and blacksmith services. 

After these deductions there was usually only a small 
ammount of money left for such essentials as food and 
clothing, In fact, many times the miners found themselves 
owing more than they had made, If a miner needed supplies 
before payday, he could get a “voucher” from the mine 
which could be used at the company store. It stated the 
amount of coal the miner had produced and the amount of 
credit that the store could give the miner. 


“My Word Is Like Pie Crust” 


As already stated, the Little Gem Coal Company 
operated its Dogwood mine continually during the 1930's. 
However, at times they did have stockpiles of excess of coal 
‘which could not be sold immediately. It was during one of 
these times that the Dogwood Mine Superintendent, Mr. 
‘Sammy Johns, told Charlie Holsomback that anytime he 
wanted to open a small mine of his own near Dogwood that 
he would give him a lease on the property. 

Mr, Holsomback took him at his word and after a lot 
of hard work he found a rich coal seam which ranged in 
width from three to six feet. The seam that he found ran 
directly into the side of a hill and was almost level, making 
it easily mined, 

When Mr. Johns saw the seam that Charlie had found, 
he decided that he could not stand any competition, not 
even from Mr. Holsomback’s small mine. He told Charlie 
that his “word had gotten to be just like pie crust, easily 
broken.” He then refused to give Charlie the lease for the 


land,

Telephone rates increased 


Beginning July 1, telephone 
subscribers in the Birmingham 
area will notice an adjustment 
in their monthly bills, 

The addition of almost 
100,000 telephones in the last 
five years has moved greater 
Birmingham phone users into 
another rate schedule group, 
according to J. Paul Singleton, 
Division Commercial Manager 
for South Central Bell. 

“Telephone rates are based 
primarily on the number of 
telephones in a particular area 
which can be called without 
paying long distance charges. 
Since the number of 
telephones in Birmingham’s 
local calling area has greatly 
increased, the local exchanges 
are now moving into their 
proper existing rate group,” 
Singleton said, 

‘“*‘The increases for 
residence service will only 
amount to 60 cents monthly 
for individual lines, 55 cents 
for two-party service, and 50 
cents for four- party and rural 
service, Business rates will 
increase $1.00 monthly for 
individual lines, two and four- 
party service. Rural business 
lines will increase 60 cents,” 
he stated. 

Singleton pointed out that 
the last such reclassification 
took place in 1963, and 
telephone rates have been 
unchanged in Birmingham, 
Bessemer, Gardendale, 
Graysville, and Pinson since 
that time, despite rising costs

shipment which traveled from the Express Office at Aldrich 
to the Little Gem Coal Company Office. Chances are that if 
you had been working during 1935 you would have been 
involved in the payroll robbery which rivaled the work of 
Bonnie and Clyde. At this robbery a local citizen, who was 
working with the robbers, tipped his hat at the one of three 
cars sent from Dogwood which would actually pick up the 
money, 

The robbers working with this tip made their car into 
a roadblock, forced the car with the payroll to stop, and 
quickly pointed shotguns at the driver and guard. When this 
happened, the guard fainted, and the three robbers made an 
easy escape. According to Deputy Sheriff George Harrison 
it was “a smooth operation.” In fact, they never would 
have been caught if they had not had a fight while dividing 
the money in North Alabama. A local sheriff arresting them 
for disturbing the peace, discovered the stolen four 
thousand dollars, 


“You'll Reap What You Sow” 


If you were passing by the office building at 
Dogwood in 1943 you might have heard an exchange of 
comments between a mine official and Mrs. Bessie Goggins. 
Mrs. Goggins, whose husband had quit the mine because of 
ill health, was trying to pay rent on a company house. The 
mine official said that if a person did not work in the mine, 
then they could not live in mining houses, 

Mrs. Goggins, hearing this, stated, “Alright old man, 
you are going to reap just what you sow.” Then ironically, 
the next day the mine caught fire, and was closed for 
several months. After reopening, it ran until 1949. Coal had 
already priced itself out of a market but another fire closed 
the mine permanently. Thereafter, some mining was done 
by a few of the older residents who worked until they were 
old enough to draw their miner’s pensions. But officially 


the mine was closed, 


Thus ended the coal mining industry of Dogwood and 
a way of life for these Alabama people. Today Dogwood 
remains “. . . as a relic of an industry, a chapter in the 
state’s history, and a reminder of a way of life through 


which men worked hard and often dangerously to bring 


wealth to the daylight.”

Contact divisions in VA 
regional offices and U.S, 
Veterans Assistance Centers 
throughout the nation handled 
the bulk of information and 
counseling requests. 

The Veterans 
Administration provides 
on-the-spot information and 
counseling service to military 
personnel in Vietnam, VA 
representatives were initially 
assigned to installations in 
Vietnam in January 1967. Nine 
representatives on duty there 
provided orientation on benefits 
to 475,000 servicemen, and 
conducted personal interviews 
with 49,700 others. 

During the past year, VA 
pointed out, thousands of 
servicemen received pre- 
discharge veteran benefits 
briefings at separation points 
and other installations in the 
continental U.S. During FY 
1969, 8,400 visits were made 
by contact representatives to 
311 separation points, 

VA representatives also 
regularly visited hospitalized 
servicemen in state- side 
military hospitals for in-depth 
personalized beside counseling 
regarding rehabilitation and 
other programs helpful in 
making a smooth transition 
from military to civilian life. 
More than 9,000 visits were 
made last year to military 
hospitals. 

A by-product of these 
counseling sessions was the 
filing of 28,000 applications 
for vocational rehabilitation 
training and 40,000 for 
disability compensation. 

As part of its expanded 
“out-reach” program, the VA 
gets in touch by phone, letter, 
or personal visit with 
approximately 85,000 young 
veterans monthly in an attempt 
to make certain they know 
about their benefits, 
particularly education and 
training opportunities under 
the G. I. Bill. 

The VA is also adding social 
workers to the assistance 
center staffs in a number of 
cities to assure that social 
needs of these young veterans 
are met, especially those who 
are high school dropouts.

Sea oats grow well 


in coastal 


FORT WALTON BEACH, 
FLA. — It’s called sea oats 
sometimes sea wheat — and the 


plant requires for growth 
enough salt to kill other 
vegetation. 


The plant springs up atop 
the wind-swept sand dunes 
along the Gulf Coast of this 
Northwest Florida resort 
center. It blooms in spring, 
matures and releases its seed to 
the wind in late fall. 

Sea oats are 
floral decorations, but it’s 
against Florida law to cut the 
plant within a 100 feet of the 
water's edge. Reason: The 
intricate network of roots 
holds the sand in place and 
stops erosion. 

The plant, whose botanical 
name is unicola paniculata, has 
largely defied efforts to grow it 
under laboratory conditions in 
the South's agricultural 
experiment centers, 


Researchers have found, 


used in dry, 


soil 

however, that. the plant 
thrives on what kills other 
plants — the heavy salt from 
the sea. 

When floral decorators 
began harvesting the plant 
heavily, West Florida garden 
club women put up a spirited 


Opposition to protect the 
plant. 
The result was a state 


statute forbidding the cutting 
of the plant within 100 feet of 
the water’s edge. Research has 
indicated, however, that the 
plant propagates itself largely 
through its spreading root 
network rather than by seed. 


The hardest wood 
anywhere in the world is 
Desert Ironwood, reports the 
Southern Forest Institute. The 
wood is almost as heavy as 
stone, It blunts tools and can 
hardly be cut with a saw. 
Desert Ironwood is native to 
the Southwest.

Don’t overwater— 


Vacation tips for house plants 


BY MARIAN RAHL 

“You can keep your house 
plants watered while on 
vacation,” says Lamar Little, 
and if you follow his method 
you can “be away as long as 
three or four weeks and never 
call in a neighbor, friend or 
cleaning woman to water 
house plnats during your 
absence.” 

Mr, Little, who is head of 
the horticultural operations 
for F,W. Woolworth and 


responsible each year for the 
selection of more than ten 
million house plants, says the 
biggest problem of most plant 
lovers is “overwatering.”’ And, 
he points out, “our house 
plants are selected from home 
use and can be adapted to the 
relatively limited humidity of 
the average home. Because 
these plants are grown in 
plastic pots, they require less 
watering than those in old- 
fashioned clay pots.” 


Unemployment up 
in Alabama in May 


Alabama’s unemployment 
level in May continued to 
climb with totals in excess of 
both the previous month and 
the same time a year earlier, 
reports the State Department 
of Industrial Relations. 

The industrial relations 
survey for the month shows 
some 59,900 people 
unemployed. This represents 


the largest unemployment 
total for any May since 
1964, 


Alabama’s unemployment, 
like the rest of the nation’s, 
is something of a paradox, 
As the number of jobless 
workers increase, so is the 
number of people who are 
employed. May’s employment 
total in the important wage 


and salary segment is one of 


the highest in the state’s 
history. 

The industrial relations 
report reveals much of the 


unemployment total includes 
students and other young 
workers who seem to be 
having a more difficult time 
finding employment this year. 


It also reflects a general 
slowdown in hiring practices 
throughout most industry 
segments, 

However, the total of 
unemployed skilled workers 
declined in May. This is 
evident by a drop in

Like a good doctor trying 
to help save thousands of 
patients from coming down 
with a fatal summer ailment, 
Mr, Little suggests the 
following procedure in caring 
for house plants while 
vacationists are off on 
extended holidays: 

“Before leaving, give your 
house plants a good watering, 
allow to drain, place in a 
group on a kitchen table or 
surface with protective 
covering so pots won’t mar its 
surface, 

“Place plants in a well- 
lighted area but avoid direct 
sunlight. Group the small 
plants together and cover the 
entire group with a piece of 
clear plastic, Weight down the 
outside edges, Do not use 
colored or opaque plastic 
because light will not 
penetrate and plants will 
suffer.” (Save old plastic 
garment bags or purchase clear 
plastic by the yard for this

The procedure for larg 
plants is similar -- “water the 
plants well, allow to drain 
pull a clear plastic garmen 
bag down over the plant, sedi 
any openings and tie tht 
bottom around the pot om 
jardiniere, 

“House plants treatedr in 
this fashion can go as long as 
three or four weeks without 
any additional watering. This 
works because moisture 
escapes through the leaves, is 
retained by the 
covering and is reabsorbed by 
the plants,” 

For those who are tempted 
to give house plants too much 
“tender loving care” Mr. Little 
has a last bit of advice, “most 
house plants ‘thrive ‘on 
neglect’ and require little 
watering in the average hom« 
provided they are not 
exposed to direct sunlight,

Coosa, Cahaba to undergo fish tests

Fish in the Cahaba River 
and the Coosa River are 
scheduled for a physical 
examination by the State 
Department of Conservation, 

A check by state fishery 
biologists of these two rivers in 
Shelby County is part of a 
State-wide search for fish 
contaminated with mercury 


poisoning. 
Initial reports from the 
Federal Water Quality 


Administration showed that 
the contamination of fish is 
centered in the Mobile, 
Tensaw and Tombigbee Rivers 
south of the Jackson Lock and 
Dam and in northwest 


Premier Coal Company opened 
Mossboro Mine in early 1920s 


Alabama in the Pickwick 
Reservoir on the Tennessee 
River, 

Findings by the FWOA 
resulted in the closing of 
commercial fishing in those 
two areas of the state. 

Dave Kelley, fishery 
biologist, at the state fish 
hatchery in Eastaboga reported 
Monday that no specific time 
has been scheduled at present 
to test for mercury 
contaminated fish in Lay Lake. 

He said the delay in setting 
up a schedule is due to the lack 
of facilities capable of testing 
fish taken from local waters for 
mercury contamination. He 
said his division has “loads of 


for.” He said the old sewerage 
collection plant at Alabaster is 
outdated and overloaded, 


In process now is another 
application, which when 
granted, will make it possible 
for Alabaster to qualify for 
other funds under the 
Appalachian program, 


The Washington officials 
pointed out in their 
announcement “This money is 
authorized under the Water 


and Sewer Facilities grant 
program. This particular 
program consists of extensions 
to the existing sewer collection 
system. A tandem project will 
make improvements to the 
treatment facilities,” 


At present, sanitary 


sewerage service is available in 
only a small part of Alabaster. 
Approximately ten percent of 
the residences and 75 percent 
of the business establishments 


are now being served, 

The proposed system is 
expected to provide service to 
all areas of the town and 
represents a major expansion. 

Mayor Payne told the 
Reporter it is estimated that a 
complete sewer and treatment 
plant for Alabaster will cost 
$1,347,000, With federal 
grants, he hopes to come 
within the town’s borrowing 
power to raise the remainder of 
the sum.

present, and laboratory 
facilities are not available to 
handle the great number of 
samples. 

Kelley said the State 
Department of Conservation is 
in the process now of locating 
another facility where accurate 
tests can be conducted, He said 
as soon as such a facility can 
be located, a schedule for 


testing Lay Lake would be 
prepared, 
He said in addition to 


testing for mercury poisoning, 
the fish would be checked for 
contamination by DDT and 


other pesticides which may be 
present in the water. 

Kelley said he knew that 
Shelby County fishermen are 
concerned and eager to know 
something definite about the 
fish in Lay Lake and requested 
that sportsmen “be patient 
with us,” He said the mercury 
contamination crisis has caused 
a “big, mad rush” and they are 
attempting to achieve some 
order during this dilemma. 

Lee Walls, district biologist 
with the fishery division of the 
State Department of 
Conservation, told the 
Reporter Monday that he plans 
to test fish in the Cahaba River 
on Wednesday or Thursday of

(First of three-part series on Mossboro Mine)

During the late nineteenth century and the early 


twentieth century, mining was the industrial backbone of 


central Alabama, Coal mining particularly played a vital 
part in the growth of such towns as Aldrich, Helena, Acton, 
Montevallo, Coleanor, Piper, Boothtown, West Blocton, 
Dogwood, Roebuck, Emogene, Coalmont, Mossboro, 
Falliston, Red Ash, Elvira, Straven, Maylene, Belle Ellen 
and Marvel. Some of these towns no longer exist while 
others have become merely residential areas. 

One of many small coal mines in the Cahaba Coal 
Field was the Mossboro coal mine, It was located about five 
miles from Helena in Shelby County, The small 
communities of Mossboro and Coalmont were near the 
mine and furnished some of the manpower, 

The Premier Coal Company, owned by G. W. Postel, 
opened the Mossboro mine in 1922, To get started, Mr. 
Postell had saved some money by working as 
superintendent of the mine in Roebuck owned by Connors 
Steel and had borrowed some from his uncle. Mr. Postel! 
had two silent partners in the company who had both 
worked with him at Roebuck; Smoke McGennis and 
Charles McCarroll. The land on which the mine was located 
was leased from the Tennessee Coal and Iron Company. 

There were already several other mines in the general 
area Of Mossboro so it was not very hard to find an 
appropriate place for a new mine, State geological survey 
maps indicated the best locations, Commonly, after 
choosing a certain area, the prospective mine owner has to 


~— 


drill into the dirt to determine an exact location. He drills 
or digs with a post hole digger every three or four feet until 
he comes up with a fine sticky clay. This clay is a part of 
the seam and he begins digging the mine there, usually near 
rock, This the men did at Mossboro. 

After deciding on a location, Mr. Postell brought in 
his equipment. At first he used a horse and sled to haul out 
the dirt but when the hole got deep enough he laid tack 
and used mining cars. These cars were pulled up by en 
electric hoisting engine that was located outside the mine. 
A thirty-two degree pitch “allowed” the cars to roll down 
into the mine, Brakes controlled from the engine would 
hold the cars back when necessary, 

Ventilation for the mine was provided by a suction 
fan that was erected about sixty feet off the main haulage 
way. The fan continuously sucked air into the mouth of the 
mine (inlet) while, at the same time, carbon dioxide 
returned through the fan from within the mine (outlet). A 
barometer was used to determine how many cubic inches of 
air per minute went through the mine. 

Along with good ventilation and good haulage ways, 
good pumps were important in a mine. One type of pump 
used at Mossboro to get water out of the mine was the 
reciprocated pump that worked with a piston; another was 
the centrifugal pump that worked with a fan, 

At the beginning of every work day, the fire boss, 
also known as the safety man, went through and examined 
the mine for gas, fallen rocks, and improper timber. The 
workers always had to check with him before entering to 
make sure that the place in which they were to work was

Miss Lumby currently serves 
as state chairman of the AGO, 


had two pigs and these same 
neighbors threatened legal 
action against her if they were 
not removed, She sold her pigs, 
but now finds the neighbors 


with ‘‘about two hundred 
pigs”. 
She asked, “Is there 


anybody in this county that 
cares about us poor people 
who don’t have enough money 
to pay people to do things our 
way?” 

The Reporter set out to 
prove there is somebody in this 
county who cares for poor 
people, and indeed found that 
many persons in positions of 
authority not only care about 
poor people but are in 
sympathy with this woman's 
plight. 

The Reporter ran into a 
tangle of overlapping interests 
and jurisdictions among 
government agencies, and 
finally concluded that in this 
case, the woman’s best 


recourse is to hire a private 
attorney, hoping to make a 
legal case that the pig parlor is 
a private nuisance, 

The case illustrates many of 
the things Americans are 
complaining about these days 
from environment control, and 
air pollution, to government 
interference, and lack of 
government interference, 

For one thing, raising pigs is 
being pushed by the various 
Department of Agriculture 
agencies in Shelby County, In 
the government’s continuing 
efforts to help small farm 
families make a living on farms, 
pigs are seen as a low cost-high 
profit way to do it. 

Anyone can get instructions 
on how to build a pig parlor 
from the Extension Office, A's 
officials there pointed out, 
*“*Our work is wholly 
educational, We don’t get into 
zoning, health, and other 
problems, We are supposed to

on hospital bill 


By Senator James B. Allen 


Senator Jim Allen said 
today that he voted to 
override the President’s veto 
of the Hill- Burton Hospital 
Construction bill because “‘I 
rank the health needs of the 


people of America above 
sociological programs, the 
multi-billion dollar SST and 
give- away foreign aid 


programs.” 


The Alabama Senator point 
out that there are already 29 
Alabama hospital projects on 
file requiring $14 million in 
Federal matching money. 

“Without funds provided 
by this bill,” Senator Allen 
said, “the Lurleen B. Wallace 
Cancer Hospital, the Diabetes 
Hospital and other University 
Medical Center facilities, the 
diagnostic clinics, mental 
health centers, extended care 
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clinics for chronic disease and 
many county nursing homes 
would all be lost or greatly

give out educational materials 
and help people carry out 
projects,” 

“Pig parlor” it should be 
explained, is government 
parlance for an up-to- date 
structure, usually built with a 
slatted concrete floor over a 
pond to eliminate most of the 
cleaning, When built correctly, 
much of the odor associated 
with “pigpens” is done away 
with, 

Low income farmers can 
have pig parlors built with 
government help and low 
interest loans, 

The Soil Conservation 
Service investigates the site for 
a proposed pig parlor and 
approves or disapproves 
according to soil and other 
conditions. However, the SCS 
is not involved with zoning and 
questions of “how close to the 
property line” the structure is 
to be. If the SCS approves a 
site for a pig parlor, the 
Agriculture Stabilization and 
Conservation Service can 
authorize payments for it, and 
the Extension Service comes 
back into the picture, advising 
in construction and other 
details. 

The Health Department’s 
opinions are not required in 
this process, 

(In the pig parlor on 
Highway 280, however, the 
SCS did not approve the site, 
because of rock substructure.) 

Joel Thompson, Extension 
Farm Specialist, is quite candid 
on the subject. He admits, “If 
you’re going to have pigs, 
you’re going to have an odor 
and you’re going to have flies, 
You need to have enough 
space to locate the structure

Pound for pound, there are few fish the equal of a small- 

outh bass. By many sportsmen, he’s been called the poor fish- 

erman’s trout, but most look upon smallmouth as all fun and 

e cause of a lot of fishing trips. About the only similarities 

b etween largemouth bass and smallmouth bass is their last 

, es and that they look a bit alike. From then on, every- 
ng is different. 

The smallmouth bass is a fish of the northern portion of 
Rthe eastern United States and southern Canada, from Ontario 

o New Brunswick. Unlike its southern cousin, the smallmouth 
likes colder and deeper water. 

» Taking a smallmouth means putting the bait or lure where 

¢ fish is most likely to be. You can do it trolling or casting, 
depending on what suits you best. Starting from the beach, a 
Spinning or baitcasting outfit, like the new Garcia-Mitchell 510 
reel On a 6'/s-foot (2581) light action, fast taper rod makes an 
deal couple.

I try all kinds of water for smallmouth bass and would be

“might lean, however, to river fishing for bass where I can 
wade among the fish and work the rapids and currents in 
search of bronzebacks. 

One of my favorite rivers in the East, and probably the best 
smallmouth bass stream in the country, is the Delaware River. 

With a fly rod, like the Garcia 8'2-foot, two-piece 2405 and a 
Garcia-Mitchell 710 automatic fly reel, loaded with plenty of 
backing and a B or D line, I can handle the fast sections of 
the river or reach with a bug or popper into the eddy on the 
other side of swift water. 

Large bass flies are something seldom seen or used in bass 
fishing today. But just a half-century ago, it was the only way 
considered sporting to take smallmouths. The 2405 fly rod will 
take the bigger flies or streamers and put them where the bass 
are. Needless to say, you can also take bass on live bait. But 
if you do, you can’t consider them poor man’s trout.

safe. A state inspector inspected the mine for safeness every 
set number of days and more often if necessary. 

As in many small mines, some of the workers at 
Mossboro only had one specific job while others had 
various duties. The mine foreman handled the hiring and 
firing, made certain the work was safe, and kept a check on 
production, The bookkeeper kept up with each man’s 
tonnage, made out the payroll, acted as shipping clerk, and 
ran the commissary. The track man laid track, 


The pumper kept the water out of the mine. The 
brattice man stopped up holes in order to direct air currents 
and keep air flowing while the men were working. Fhe 
blacksmith built coal cars, sharpened tools and shod the 
mules, which were used to pull cars to working places off of 
the main haulage way. The washer man washed the coal in 
order to get out clay and other foreign matter. Other 
workers had various tasks including loading coal, setting 
timbers, and shooting coal. 

At Mossboro, coal was usually “shot” twice every 
day. First they would shoot (blast) at lunch time and then 
again at quitting time. It had to be done during these lax 
times because after the dust settled down, the fire boss had 
to make his rounds and check for gas before the men could 
go back to work. This method of shooting was called 
mining coal on the solid. 

About fifty or sixty per cent of the workers at 
Mossboro were Negroes. Some of the workers had lived in 
the communities of Helena, Coalmont, Roebuck, or 
Bamford for years. Some were immigrants from Bulgaria, 
Italy and Poland, while a few were just drifters passing 
through. About a third of the men lived in houses at the 
mining camp. These frame houses had from three to five 
rooms, depending on the size of the family. 

All of those who lived in the camp got their water 
from the same well, hauling it in buckets to their houses. 
Electricity was supplied by the Alabama Power Company. 
The nearest churches and schools were at Coalmont and 
Helena, A school bus from Helena picked up the Mossboro 
children daily. Mail was delivered on the route of the 
Maylene post office. 

The camp people bought most of their supplies from 
the camp commissary, which sold general merchandise, Dr. 
Ryan and Dr. Snow were on call for the miners and, when 
necessary, they used South Highland Infirmary. A passenger 
train called the “Joe Lee” went through the camp every 
morning and night on the L & N Railroad. A work truck 
went from Helena to Mossboro daily for the benefit of the 
miners. 

The Mossboro coal, which was on the Black Shale 
seam, was of good grade. It sold mainly for commercial use. 
High in heat and low in ashes, it made only 34% or 4% ash.

Students lucky enough to 
find summer jobs this year are 
in for another piece of pleasant 
news: if they earn less than 
$1,700 they won’t be liable for 
federal income taxes, may not 
have any tax withheld and 
won't even have to file a 
return, 


Joseph E. Snyder, President 
of the Alabama State Society 
of CPAs, points out that the 
Tax Reform Act of 1969 
ex¢mpts the first $1,700 of 
individual income. Filing of 
IRS form W-4E, stating that 
the wage earner does not 
expect to incur any tax 
liability this year and did not 
incur any last year, Synder 
said, eliminates withholding.

Alabama interstates 
over 570 miles 


According to Secretary of 
Transportation John A. Volpe, 
over 29,900 miles of the 
42,500- mile National System 
of Interstate and Defense 
Highways are now open to 
traffic, and construction is 
underway on another 4,850 
miles. Of Alabama’s designated 
899 miles, 573 are now under 
traffic. 

This Interstate System will 
be the Nation’s key highway 
network, serving both civilian 
and defense needs, and 
carrying over 20% of all traffic. 
Congress has required that 
projects be planned to 
accomodate adequately the 
traffic anticipated 20 years 
beyond their design period. Of 


’ the nearly 30,000 miles of the 


Interstate System now in use 
by motorists, about 24.5 
thousand miles meet the 
standards of adequacy for 
future traffic. Some 3,089 
emiles-aré fully capable of 
handling current traffic, but 
‘will need additional 
improvement to bring them up 
to the ultimate standards, 
Alabama has more than 350 
miles already meeting these 
standards, 

There has been some 
confusion in the minds of 
many people regarding the 
kinds of tax monies used for 
road building, the thinking 
being that revenue derived 
from a great variety of taxes is 
funneled into this program. 
This is erroneous. The Federal 
share of the Federal-aid 
highway program is wholly 
financed by highway users on a 
pay-as- you build basis. The 
Highway Revenue Act of 1956 
‘(as since amended) levied or 
increased certain Federal excise 
taxes, to be specifically 
earmarked for a Highway Trust 
Fund, This is the source of 
money for Federal highway aid 
to the states, both for the 
Interstate and the primary- 
secondary - urban programs, 
The tax monies involved are on 
motor fuel and automotive 
‘products, Each state receives a 
yearly apportionment of 
Federal funds for work on 
approved highway systems. 
The preliminary scheduling and 
actual construction on these 
routes are the responsibility of 
the states, subject to review by 
the Bureau of Public Roads, 

With the Interstate System 
carrying some 20% of all 
traffic, this means 80% of the 
traffic moves on other types of 
highways, these being the 
primary, secondary and urban 
systems. If progress continues 
at the current level, sufficient

mileage will have been 
completed over the next few 
years to enable a slow-down of 
the tremendous financial 
expenditures for the Interstate 
System. A proposal has already 
been presented to Congress by 
the American Association of 
State Highway Officials - and 
backed by many other 
organizations - to alter the 
present 90-10, Federal - State 
ratio and divert the higher 
Federal allocations to the 
primary systems across the 
nation. The proposal suggests, 
among other things, that 
beginning with 1975 funding, 
the Interstate System be 
limited to 15% of the total 
financial resources allocated to 
highways. The other 85% 
would be used to finance the 
pressing, long - deferred needs 
of the primary, secondary and 
urban roads. 


This js not intended to 
propose new routes, but to 
support a continuing program 
of modernization and 
upgrading of the systems now 
in existence, The primary - 
secondary - urban systems are 
vital segments of the overall 
highway picture, They must be 
continually developed and 
maintained in order that the

Shelby County must be 
doing something right. While 
much of the nation is crying 
out about the economy, 
unemployment and inflation, 
Shelby County’s business 
indicators sing a happy tune. 

For instance, assets of the 
four Shelby County banks are 
up two and a half million 
dollars over last year. 

J. E. ‘*Ned’’ Bearden, 
President of the First Bank of 
Alabaster, said the bank 
directors were themselves 
surprised at the bank’s 
progress, since “everythihg you 
read mentions the bad times 
we're having.” 

He attributes the increase in 
deposits to the natural growth 
in the area, rather than any one 
factor. 

Employment remains high 
in the county and employers 
are frequently heard to say, “I 
can’t find qualified people who 
want a job.” 

Bill Varden of the State 
Employment Service in Calera 
says the unemployment figure 
in Shelby County is not 
enough to be concerned about. 
It is up temporarily, but he 
attributes this to the fire at the 
Alabaster Plastics Company 
and the closing of the Nelson 
Company box manufacturers 
at Shelby. Both are expected 
to be in production again soon. 

New industries scheduled to 
open soon will take up 
whatever slack remains, he 
believes. 

Strikes that slowed down a 
few industries this spring and 
summer have been peacefully 
settled. J. T. McDow, 
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Chairman of the County 
Industrial Development Board, 
indicated that employment is 
so full, the board can no longer 
promise a ready labor supply 
to new industries that seek to 
locate here. 

Among the heavy employers 
in the county are Siluria Mills 
with 450 workers, Abex of 
Calera with 375 and 
Moore-Handley with 275 in its

Positions of the bodies showed that many of them had 
made a frantic effort to reach the surface before they fell, 
suffocated by the lack of oxygen.” 

The explosion was not heard on the surface but was 
discovered when the engineer found that he could not lift 
the trip. The men staggering out soon told what had 
happened and rescue operations began. 

Charles Hinds, mine foreman, and Mr. Postell went 
into the mine immediately and began organizing rescue 
work, Crews to help in the rescue were summoned from the 
Alabama By-Products Corporation mines, the Woodward 
Iron Company, the Federal Bureau of Mines and the state 
mine inspector’s office. A special train was used to bring 
the crews in, The miners who escaped the damp helped to 
remove the bodies from the mine.

The last of the bodies were bathed in the bath houses 
and brought to an old abandoned store, The undertakers 
embalmed them there and put them in caskets brought in 
by truck, Some bodies were shipped as far as Selma for 
burial. 

This explosion and its effects was much upon the 
hearts and minds of the people in the surrounding 
communities, John Sweeney, who did not go to work the 
day of the explosion, wrote a song about it. He had been 
sick for about two weeks with the flu and was supposed to 
start back to work that day but his wife asked him not to, 
saying it was bad luck to start anything on Friday.

On Friday January 29, 1926, minutes before quitting 
time at four o'clock, there was an explosion in the mine, 
Most of the shooting had already been done and many men 
were in the entries or on their way to them, 


The explosion was caused by a “windy shot.” A 
“windy shot” occurs when the explosive is not securely 
tamped in the hole in the coal, Instead of begin confined, 
the explosion bursts the plug 
and shoots a stream of fire into 
the room, thus setting off 
either the gas or the dust. In 
this case, the dust was ignited. 
Altogether, twenty-seven men 
were killed, 

Ten Negroes were killed 
instantly in the fifth entry by 
the initial explosion, Men in 
other entries were caught by 
the formation of “after damp” 
(carbon monoxide) caused by 
the explosion, Some of those 
in the upper entries were warned in time and nineteen made

Last of series 
on Mossboro Mine 


BY LINDA HINDS CONN 
It took several days to get the mine ready for 
operation again. Part of the ventilation had been blown out 
and had to be repaired. It was recommended that closed 
lights (electric kept lamps) be used, ventilation be improved 
and permissable explosives be used upon the reopening of 


the mine, 


The Premier Coal Company paid compensation to 
those families who had lost a member in the explosion, In 
some cases it was difficult to determine who was to get it 
because some of the men had had common law wives and 


were not legally married, 


Mr, Postell had paid all of the company's debts before 
the explosion and had bought out his silent partners, He 
had no capital reserved for he had put everything into his 
business, Now extra money was needed to pay the 
compensations and to repair equipment. 

The market for coal was declining but cverhead costs 
ran right on, The company had to continue paying royalties 
to TCI and there was a tonnage tax of 2% cents per ton of 


coal, 


Finally, in 1932, Mr. Postell was so debt-ridden that 
he could not pay the repair bill on the hoist motor. The 
electrical company in Birmingham to whom he owed the 
debt came and took the motor in place of the repair bill. He 
was forced to abandon the mine, According to his son, 
Wallace Postell, Mr. Postell was not the kind of man who 
gave up but now he had nothing to work with, 

A few months later the Black Diamond Coal 
Company leased the mine, They took over the camp as it 
was, including houses, pumps and other equipment still 
there, The mine was full of water by this time and had to 
be Stoo 3 out. Organized labor was brought in and many 
strikes followed, The results were fatal: the mine closed 
down within two years, according to John Minshew. 

As the law required, the mine was sealed up. Now in 
1970, the Mossboro area is covered with woods, All that 
remains of the camp is the concrete slab where the fan was 
erected, the concrete reservoir and part of the foundation 
where the-tipple was. Although nolonger in use, the railroad 
tracks are still there, These are small evidence of the once 
busy mining operation that existed there for some ten 
years, Mossboro, like many other small mines, flourished 
for a time but was ruined by decreasing demand for coal 
and the increasing wages of organized labor,

Rev, Burl Oliver, pastor of 
the Columbiana United 
Methodist Church, is chairman 
of Shelby County’s regional 
committee. Members of the 
regional committee are Mrs.

Similar studies are being 
made in every county in 
Alabama. The purpose is to 
assess the problems and needs 
in prevention and control of 
juvenile delinquency. 

When completed, the 
findings will be used as the 
basis for new legislation to be 
requested of the 1971 state 
legislature, by the Department 
of Pensions and Securities.

Oland Smith, Office 
Manager of the county 
Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service adds 
points of interest to the 
development of the “pig 
parlor” in Shelby County, 


Smith says the ASCS does 
not authorize payments to 
farmers for a pig parlor 
building, but only for sewage 
lagoons, 


The sewage lagoons, 
designed for disposal of animal 
waste, can be used with pig 
parlors or in poultry and dairy 
farming. 


If a farmer wants to get 
federal money for building a 
lagoon, Smith said the local 
Soil Conservation Service will 
draw up a detailed plan, 
Approval must be made by the 
local Health Department and 
the State Health Department 
through submission of the 
application to the U.S, 
Department of Interior, 
Geological Survey Office in 
Tuscaloosa, This agency makes 
an on-site inspection to 


determine if there will be any 
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underground pollution, 
The ASCS has a special 
fund for lagoons which pays up

offered in well over a year. 

The highway program, in 
the judgment of members of 
the Board, has been one of the 
best in Alabama, Over 516 
miles of county roads have 
been constructed and paved 
and not a mile has been built 
with borrowed money, The 
county has had no bonded 
indebtedness since 1953.

County pig farmers defend their industry 


TO: SHELBY COUNTY REPORTER 

We, the undersigned Officers and Board Members of 
the Shelby County Hog Producers Association, submit the 
following letter in reply to an article published by your 
newspaper on Thursday July 16, 1970. 

Concerning your article, “Pigs cause dispute among 
neighbors”, we show no disagreement as to situations 
involved in location or operation of mentioned pig parlor. 
We do not wish to become involved in any one personal 
situation, But we do have objection as to precise pinpoint 
of any one family in this county by your newspaper and 
publishing a lengthy aricles down-rating one particular 
personal problem because of discontent of another family. 
We consider neighbor disagreements as no news for 
county-wide publication. 

In the article it seemed that the Reporter set out to 
prove that there is somebody in this county who cares for 
“poor people”. We submit the following (observation) 
concerning the so-called “poor people” of Shelby County. 
The expanded or increased hog production in Shelby 
County is new, The enterprise fits in well with any size 
farm program, from the very large full time hog farmer to 
the very small poor farmer, or limited land and resource 
farmers in the county. There were 128 hog farmers in the 
county in 1969 who produced 28,000 head of hogs with 
a gross income of $1,322,400. Of this number of 
producers some 53% would be classed as small farmers 
with limited land and/or resources, During this same year 
the Central Alabama Feeder Pig Sale Association at 
Clanton, Alabama had gross sales of $359,827.25 of 
which approximately 25% came back to Shelby County 
Hog farmers. All of this income from the expanded hog 
program has contributed greatly to the total economy of 
this county. 

All hog farmers have planned their program, 
constructed their facilities, and operated their farms 
trying to comply with all research and health information 
that was available as provided by all services in the 
county. We feel that from this planning and management 
that our hog farmers have one of the best programs, and 
have provided the best facilities for their operation that 
there is in the state. Some of the best planned and 
operated programs are on the so-called “poor farms” 
mentioned in the article. 

We would like for our newspapers, radio stations 
and all means of communications be used to help all 
people take advantage of this enterprise and especially on 
farms with limited land and resources, We strive everyday 
to make the so-called “poor people” less poor by 
introducing the hog business to them. We want income 
brought into our county by all means of production and 
to publicize the great advantages we have in our county.

We also believe the Shelby County Reporter or any other 
news printing facility should not publish articles against 
any legitimate form of business enterprise being 
conducted in our county, 

In regard to this article, we ask that instead of 
commenting on disputes among families of this county, 
and disapproving facts of a major income business of 
people of this county, that more time and publicity be 
spent on forwarding our county in industry, agriculture 
and recreation of our people. We drew the conclusion 
from this article that the paper thinks all hog facilities are 
dirty, unsanitary, inadequately operated and a health 
hazard, We would like to bear out the statement that any 
animal type facility, be it beef cattle, dairy cattle, hog 
operations, poultry operations, or any other of this type 
cannot be operated odor free.

material” should beef, milk, pork and poultry products be 
eliminated from our tables. 

In summary, we feel that agriculture is still the 
backbone of the economic growth and development of 
this nation. As hog farmers we have faith in our great 
land, we are going to continue to work long and hard to 
contribute our part to this great industry. We are going to 
try to produce the best food product that we can, under 
the best and most sanitary conditions possible, and as 
economical as can be produced, so that every person, rich 
or poor may have a good meal every day in our county, 
state and nation. 

We would like for this side of the agricultural 
industry to be publicized and especially the contribution 
that hog farmers are making in leading the way in using 
good production practices and sanitation methods in this 
great and growing industry. 

We, the Officers and Board Members of the Shelby 
County Hog Producer’s Association ask that the above 
statements be published by the Shelby County Reporter 
in reply to previous article written as stated in the Shelby 
County Reporter on Thursday, July 16, 1970.

Editor answers 


Sorry you are taking it this way, hog producers, 
especially since we thought we had been doing pretty well 
by you, 

On May 8, 1969 we gave 124 column inches of 
space to a picture story on a successful feeder pig 
program started by five government agencies, featuring 
the Lee Trice operation, We did not hear anything from 
you after printing it, but the ASCS office was 
complimentary and requested several copies to mail to 
Montgomery and Washington offices. 

On February 19, 1970, we printed 96 column 
inches with six photos of the regional Clanton feeder pig 
sale, We did not hear anything from anybody after that 
story, but another county's newspaper used our general 
format later in printing its version of another sale. 

We've written up “slatted floor” pig parlors and we 
have had many notices of interest to hog raisers, including 
the cholera notice this spring and the Talladega meeting 
which appeared in the July 16 issue. We rearranged a page 
to get in an announcement that was telephoned in after 
our usual deadline about the formation of the East 
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Shelby County Porkettes in the July 9 issue. 

The intent of the July 16 story was to illustrate 
problems that can arise in Shelby County in unzoned 
areas, and the plight of a family trying to redress what it 
thinks of as a wrong when confronted with a multitude 
of government agencies whose jurisdictions sometimes 
overlap. 

We did not think of it as an attack on the hog 
industry. 

As reported, after the Reporter’s investigation, we 
could do no more than suggest a private attorney to the 
family, and the courts, after all, are available to all of us 
as the final place to settle disputes. ; 

In actuality, you are doing very well if you have 
128 hog producers and only one complaint. Ask any 
businessman if that is not a remarkable record for a 
successful operation, 

The people of Shelby County should know, 
however, about the relationship between your association 
and the United States Department of Agriculture 
Extension Service, Although your letter was not signed by | 
any member of the Extension Service, your letter was 
typwritten in the Extension office on the Royal 660 
typewriter. We immediately recognized the type because 
of the volume of news releases we receive from that 
office. 

Upon inquiry at the Extension Service, we were 
told that that office is educational and gives help of all 
kinds to promote agriculture. It was freely admitted that 
the letter was typed there. 

This newspaper would not raise an eyebrow about 
criticisms or suggestions on what to include in the 
newspaper from hog producers as individuals or as an 
association, but when the United States government 
makes its agencies available to suggest to the free press of 
this country what to print and what not to print, we feel 
Big Brotherism is entirely too close.

Medicaid cutback - 
Kight must leave nursing home 


The difference between a 
“skilled nursing home” and an 
“intermediate care facility” 
May seem a semantic matter 
to some, but to eight residents 


of the Shelby Memorial 
Nursing Home, it means 
finding new homes, 

The Alabaster facility 


qualifies as a “skilled nursing 
home” under all hospital and 
government meanings of the 
phrase. One of the meanings is 
that it costs more to receive 
care there than it would in an 
“intermediate care facility” 
and Medicaid will no longer 
pay any share of the cost for 
these eight persons. 


Chester Black, 
Administrator of the hospital 
and nursing home, told the 
Reporter a team of nurses 
came to the nursing home 
from the State Health 
Department, which operates 
under the Department of 
Health, Education and 
Welfare. 


The team studied 
and doctors’ charts of 
Medicaid recipients at the 
nursing home. Three months 
later Dr. Paul Robinson, 
Chief, Professional Division of 
the State Health Department 
notified the familics of those 
who were no longer eligible 
for skilled nursing home care. 


records 


Letters were mailed July 
23, giving the families 30 days 
to re-locate the patients, One 


patient on the list has 


subsequently died. 


Black said the Hospital 
Board and he have tried to 
Oppose this effort, and the 
Alabama Nursing Home 
Association has worked hard 
to get relief, 


The most immediate cause 
of hardship is that there is no 
‘intermediate health care” 
facility in Shelby County, In 
fact, there are few of them in 
the entire state, and they are 
nearly always filled. These 
facilities do not require as high 
a level of professional training 
among the employees as is 
required in “skilled nursing 
homes.” 


The Shelby Memorial 
Nursing Home was built as a 
skilled care unit with the aid 
of Hill-Burton funds. It can 
care for 40 patients at one 
time, Since opening its doors, 
it has never broken even 
financially. No part of it may 
be converted to an 
“intermediate care facility” or 
the county would have to 
repay thousands of dollars of 
Hill-Burton funds, 


Mr. Black mentioned that 
the problem is many sided. 
With some patients, conditions 
change weekly, They may not 
need skilled nursing care one 
day, but may need it the 
next,

might eventually become a

Mrs. Quick states that taxes 
collected on real estate and 
automobiles in Shelby County 
totaled $1,967,801.45 for the 
year, 

The total tax revenue is 
divided according to millage 
rates established by law. 

Of the total collected, only 
$580,453.70 went to the 
county Board of Revenue for 
its various programs and 
services. 

The schools received the 
largest sum, $761,211.92. 
Shelby Memorial Hospital, 
with its rate of two mills, 
received $136,363.07 of the 
total collected in the county 
tax collector’s office.

When Mrs. Leona Bird 
became Postmaster of Shelby 
you could mail a letter for two 
cents, and a postal card for one 
cent. 

Hailed as the youngest 
postmaster in the state when 
she took over her duties in 
1926, Mrs. Bird decided to 
take an optional retirement last 
month, concluding 43 years, 
nine months and 20 days of 
service. 

In reminiscing about her 
career, she remembered that 
only one locked box existed in 
the Shelby Post Office when 
she took over, It belonged to 
Mr. Edmond Craddock, and 
she had to hand out the mail to 
all others. Now there are 95 
locked post office boxes in use, 
from a peak of 132. 

The Shelby mail route is 
building up rapidly with the 
new residences being 
constructed on Lay Lake and 
the Coosa River, Mrs. Bird says 
there are now 1200 postal 
patrons who get their mail 
through the Shelby post office. 

She is generous in her praise 
of post office officials for their 
cooperation and team’ work 
through the years. She 
particularly mentions Dick 
Ozley, Postmaster at 
Columbiana for his assistance 
on many occasions, 

“The wonderful attitude 
and consideration shown by 
the postal patrons has made 
my work really rewarding,” she 
adds. 


The Shelby post office was 
located behind the rambling 
Shelby Hotel when Mrs. Bird 
took over. For the past several 
years it has been adjacent to 
the Birds’ home on Highway 
47. 

Mrs, Bird was an instructor 
in post office training programs 
several times during her 43 
year Career, 

She is now looking forward 
to working in her yard and 
doing a lot of visiting. Her 
husband, Milton Bird, the 
widely beloved writer, whx 
writes a weekly column for the 
Shelby County Reporter, i;

All public schools in Shelby County will open Aug. 31. 

A pre-school conference will be held for the teaching 
personnel beginning Aug. 27 in the Shelby County High 
School. 


Almost a thousand more needy persons in Shelby 
County are receiving foods this year under the U.S, 
Department of Agriculture food program, 

According to Cecil Davis, Director of Shelby County’s 
commodity distribution program, in June 1969 there were 
2,676 individuals, representing 915 families who received 
commodities under the program. In June 1970, 3,605 
individuals, representing 1,156 families received commodities. 

Davis told the Reporter that a total of 21 food items are 
being distributed to the needy this month, the largest number 
of items ever. A 16-ounce can of applesauce is the newest item 
to be included, Monetary worth of food distributed under the 
program averages between $12 and $15 per month per person, 
Davis said. 


Questions have circulated recently concerning the 
number of names required for holding a referendum. 
According to Judge of Probate, Conrad M. Fowler, the law 
says that 25 per cent of the number of voters who participated 
in the last general election must sign a petition requesting a 
referendum, before the referendum may be held. 

In the last general election in Shelby County 9,772 
voters cast ballots. Therefore, 2,443 signatures of qualified 
electors would be required to petition for a referendum at this 
time.

Alabama dumping grounds 
for unsafe tires, dealers say 


Alabama is evidently being 
used as a “dumping ground” 
for unsafe tires, according to 
information received by the 
Alabama Tire Dealers & 
Retreaders Association, Within 
the past several days member 
dealers have informed the 
Association of widespread 
selling of tires branded “For 
Farm Use Only”, or “Not for 
Highway Use” to unsuspecting 
consumers, 

Such tires have been 
government tested and found 
to be unsafe for highway use. 


Such sale is a direct violation 
of federal law and is punishable 
by fines on the seller, or 
mounter of up to $1,000 per 
tire, 


The reports so far received, 
Says the organization’s

Jones, “indicates the practice is 
considerably more widespread 
than we had thought. We 
regard it as a disreputable 
practice, showing no regard for 
the public safety.”

tires; that the branding simply 
means the federal exise tax has 
not been paid “for highway 
use” and they are the same tire 
they would pay much more for 
to a reputable tire dealer.” This 
is absolutely false. Such a story 
is a deliberate fraud begin 
perpetrated on the cusomer, 
stated the organization office. 

South Alabama is reported 
as being a particularly heavy 
area for dumping, In one case 
it was reported to the 
Association that tires were 
being sold from a “grocery 
store”, in another from an 
abandoned school house on a 
rural route, 

“The speculator”, says the 
Executive Manager, “buys 
these tires for pennies, Even if 
he sells at one third the cost of 
a safe tire he is “making a 
killing”. The big trouble is that 
he may well be killing some 
people in the process.

Home health services were 
added to the Alabama 
Medicaid program on July 1, 
1970. Through proper 
utilization of part-time nursing 
services and the services of 
home health aides, people who 
otherwise could not manage to 
live in their own homes may 
now be able to do so, said Dr. 
Thomas H. Alphin, Medicaid 
director for the Alabama 
Department of Public Health, 
It also may be possible for 
persons presently in nursing 
homes to return to their homes 
and still receive the care they 
need through services furnished 
by a home health agency, he 
added, 

Medicaid’s home health care 
program is designed to furnish 
part-time nursing and personal 
care services to home-bound 
patients when ordered by a 
physician and furnished by a 
home health agency which has 
contracted with the Medicaid 


program to provide home 
health services, 
Eligible beneficiaries are 


those persons certified by the 
Alabama Department of 
Pensions and Security under its 
various programs, 

Up to 100 visits each 
calendar year are authorized, 
Additional visits may be 
authorized by the Medical 
Services administration on 
request of the attending 
physician, with a clear 
statement of the reason for 
additional services, 

Services may be provided to 
maintain those patients who 
are home-bound with a chronic 
iJIness or condition in a state of 
health which will minimize the 
necessity for hospitalization, 
nursing home, or other 
institutional care. 

Part B, Medicare home 
health visits run concurrently 
with Medicaid visits when a 
person is eligible for both 
Medicare and Medicaid, The 
Medicaid program will pay any 
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remaining deductible and the 
20 percent which Medicare 
does not cover but only when 
such amounts due are for 
nursing or home health aide 
services, 

Anyone may refer a perscn 
who is in need of part-time 
home nursing care to the local 
helath department or other 
home health agencies. 
However, in order for the 
patient to be eligible for this 
service under Medicaid, his 
physician must certify that he 
is home-bound and is in need 
of skilled nursing care.

Flowers backs new farm bill 


BY CONGRESSMAN 
WALTER FLOWERS 

By a rather thin margin of 
212 to 171, the House of 
Representatives last week 
passed a three year farm 
program, the Agricultural Act 
of 1970. Back in 1965, 
Congress had passed a four 
year program providing acreage 
reduction and price support 
payments for cotton, wheat* 
and feed grains -- the major 
farm commodities -- and also 
wool, dairy products, rice, 
tobacco and peanuts, After a 
one year extension by Congress 
in 1968, the present program 
will expire December 31, 1970. 

The House Agriculture 
Committee began hearings on 
this new measure over a year 
ago and has since struggled 
hard and long in coming up 
with a suitable Bill to bring to 
the floor of the House, Many 
Members of the committee and 
others, including myself, have 
strong reservations about the 
program, but we ended up 
supporting the measure as the 
best possible under all 
circumstances, To paraphrase 
an old saying about our 
American system of 
government, this may be the 
worst possible farm program - - 
except for all others, 

Although it may be little 
consolation to the housewife 
who has seen her dollars shrink 
at the food market in recent 
months and years, it is still 
interesting to note statistics 
reflect that only 16.5 percent 
of the disposable income of the 
average American family is 
spent at the grocery store. This 
is lower than the percent spent

Of primary concern to 
farmers in our area are the 
provisions for cotton, Urban 
representatives and those from 
large feed grain areas generally 
objected that the bill offered as 
they said “a far better deal” to 
cotton producers and 
particularly those in the South. 
Such compliments to the 
efforts. of important Southern 
Members on the committee as 
ranking Democrat Tom 
Abernethy (Miss.) and 
Chairman Bob Poage (D-Texas) 
are not. undeserved, 

Generally, for cotton 
farmers the bill provides: A 
guaranteed support of 35 cents 
per pound on production; 
authorizes loans to 
participating farmers at 90 
percent of the estimated 
average world price and 
payments which would be the 
difference between 35 cents 
and the average market price 
for the first five months 
following the beginning of the 
marketing year but a sussidy 
payment of not less than 15 
cents per pound; provides for a 
set-aside of cropland (not to 
exceed 33-1/3 percent of the 
cotton allotment) as a

scale mountain for bodies 


BY MARCIA M. SEARS 

Penitentiary Mountain is so 
wild and rough the Indians 
used to confine their prisoners 
there. 

Two hundred years of 
settlement all around it have 
not changed the formidable 
mountain, It remains a natural 
fortress with its slopes, trees 
and underbrush so forbidding 
that men and machines choose 
to make their progress 
elsewhere. 

The mountain likes to be 
left alone and people are 
grudgingly glad to grant her 
wish. 


On August 8, however, a 
tall hickory near the top of 
Penitentiary Mountain brushed 
the wing of an airplane and 
beckoned the occupants to 
their death in her rocky 
fastness. 

It was a week before the 
plane’s wreckage was found, 
and then it was spotted fron 
the air by a private pilot, wh« 
reported there was no place 
nearby where even a 
helicopter could safely land. 

At this point, a plea went 
out to Shelby County’s two 
remarkable Rescue Units to go 
to the scene, investigate, and 
remove the bodies. 

All day last Sunday in 100 


degree temperatures, the 
volunteers labored up and 
down the sides of that 


mountain, on foot, by Jeep 
and by truck, cutting roads 
and building bridges, 
compelled only by their 
dedication and altruism to do 
a job that had to be done. 
The Cahaba Valley and 
Harpersville Rescue Units 
directed by Lyndon “Buck” 
Key and Cecil Nummy, and 
aided by Citizens’ Band radio 
operators fought their way to 
the site and found the charred 
remains of Dr. William 


Compton, 45, and Miss 
Annice Lilius, 32, both of 
Lithonia, Georgia. 


Don Hughes of the Shelby 
County Reporter staff, 
deputized by Chief Deputy 
Joe Roden, accompanied the 
rescue units, taking 
photographs and keeping a 
diary as the work progressed, 
His picture story appears on 
page 5, 

Raymond Carter, Ron 
Wortham, Harold Wortham, 
Jimmy Gardner and Terry 
Gardner were on hand from 
the Harpersville Unit. 

Men of the Cahaba Valley 
Rescue Unit who climbed the 
mountain included Walter 
Attaway, John Knight, 
“Mutt” Elliott, J.D. Brasher, 
Dan Howard, Jack Andress, 


James Sorrell, Norman 
“Buddy” Howard and Deal 
Stewart, Jr. 

Many others aided the 
search in many ways, 
including Boyd Bragg, Mr. 


Parker, Cecil Hodges and 
Kelley Coleman. 
Citizens’ Band radio 


operators at base points were 
on the air throughout the day 
conveying messages on 
channels 7 and 11. 

Wives of the Harpersville 
Unit prepared lunches and 
C. B. people sent in quantities 
of food, 

During most of the day, it 
was assumed that the bodies 
would have to be carried out. 
The units cut roads to get a 
vehicle close to the crash site, 
but it proved impossible to 


get closer than a mile. 

Lyndon Key then 
requested the Forest Service 
to send in a bulldozer and 
two tractors to help cut a 
road, 

But when an army 
helicopter hovered above, 
exhausted rescuers welcomed 
the opportunity to airlift the 
bodies to the Shelby County 


airport. 
Then the volunteers cut 
their way back down the 


mountain and arrived home 
as night began to fall. 

They had given up their 
free Sunday away from their 
wives and families, and had 
used their personal vehicles, 
gasoline and equipment in the 
search for two people who 
were strangers to them,

Vincent chief announces 


new system for fire calls 


Fire Chief of Vincent, L. M. 
“Preacher” Green, announced 
this week a new procedure the 
city will follow in answering 
fire and emergency calls from 
Vincent area residents, 


Green says the move is 
dictated because of “the rash 
of nuisance false fire alarms 
turned in recently.” 

In the future, no fire calls 
will be answered without 
complete verification, Green 
said, 

A person calling to report a 
fire will be asked his name and 
telephone number. 

Then the person will be 
instructed to hang up the 
telephone and wait to be called 
back at that number. 

The new regulations warn 
that unless the caller complies 
with this procedure, he need 
not expect the call to be 
answered, 


In addition to this, the fire 
department will prosecute to 
the fullest extent of the law 
anyone found guilty of turning 
in a false alarm, 

The Vincent Fire 
Department is composed of 
volunteers, as is every other 
fire department in Shelby 
County. 

Every fire department 
occasionally is hit with a series 
of false alarms, They are 
sometimes the work of lonely, 
sick people or youths who get 
a thrill out of seeing the 
excitement of the fire truck or 
ambulance go by with sirens 
and lights flashing. 

Not only do false alarms 
work an unnecessary hardship 
on the volunteer firemen, they 
leave all other homes and 
businesses unprotected while 
the fire unit is out searching 
for the fire, or the ambulance 
searching for the accident.

8:30 Joe Roden Arrives. He is acting Coroner, Cahaba 
Valley and the Harpersville Rescue Squads formed 
up near Pleasant View Baptist Church, 

9:00 Chopped our way for about 1% miles down a logging 
road but it came to an end about two miles from 
plane. We let off some of the Cahaba Valley squad 
to proceed on foot and then we turned around and 
back tracked to find another road. 

9:10 A.M. Smoke bomb dropped by Sheriff Walker, Ron 
Wortham, the ram rodder of the Harpersville squad, 
said that the crash appeared to be between Potato 
Ridge and Muddy Prong Creek, 

9:30 Crossed to another road. Came in toward intersection 
of Sand and Penitentiary Mountains, 

9:50 Stopped to build bridge across Penitentiary branch

10:05 We can hear the plane circling about 1/2 mile off. We 
are taking time to sharpen chain saw. We had to cut 
two trees to build bridge. 

10:20 Build smoke fire to let plane and fire tower know 
our position, 

10:30 Left bridge and started toward plane. 

10:35 Had to clear path around tree across road - tree was 
too big to spend the time cutting. Roads are getting 
rougher and it seems to have been about ten years 
since anyone has been back in here in a vehicle. One 
man said that there were some squirrels in these 
woods that had never seen a human. 

10:45 On top of a ridge and we just heard that the group 
that we let out at 9:00 had reached the crash. They 
built a signal fire and fired two pistol shots. 

10:50 We made communication with the party at scene. 
They told us that we could not get any closer to 
scene the way we were going and to turn around 
and come in on the other side of Penitentiary 
Mountain, 

11:00 We are resting now and will soon proceed, 

11:10 Turning around and will go down another road on

11:30 Still back tracking. It is hard to communicate on 
radio because of local activity on air.

Sheriff is sending in copters to pick up bodies, 

12:45 Stopped. Had to cut tree. 

1:05 Having to build another bridge across drain ditch. 
Seems as though we will never reach the crash area, 

2:30 Get out of trucks. Looks like straight up walls. 

2:45 Stopped 

3:00 Stopped again. Phew. 

3:30 Army helicopter hovering. I talked to army. Decided 
to have bodies taken to Shelby County Airport. 
Helicopter creating so much wind, request it move 
off so we can work, I assisted Joe Roden by making 
detailed photographs for Coroner, study wreckage 
and assist in preparing bodies for removal. 


Summary: Plane came in from northeast - headed 
southwest.

School population figures 


show 1,540 increase 


BY MARCIA M. SEARS 

School population figures 
show there are 10,148 youths 
in Shelby County between the 
ages of 6 and 20. 

County Superintendent of 
Education Elvin Hill released 
the results of the survey 
Monday. 

With the total county 
population tentatively set at 
36,111 by the U.S. Bureau of 
the Census, this would mean 
that 28 percent of Shelby 
County’s residents are between 
the ages of six and 20. 

The school census, required 
by state law to be conducted 
every four years, was 
completed in July. 
Enumerators were required to 
list youths between six and 20 
inclusive and were requested in 
include children aged two 
through five. 

Results of the census are 
used by the State Department 
of Education for computing 
allotments of school funds, 

The school census also 
asked for the number of 
families whose incomes are 
below the poverty level of 
$2,000 per year. 

Figures compiled locally 
show that a startling 18 
percent of all school age 
children come from below- 
poverty- line homes, 

Enumerators found that 
610 families with a total of 
1,848 children live on incomes 


of less than $3,000 per year in 
Shelby County. 

The census also lists males, 
females, whites and non-whites 
separately, and lists those who 
can read and write separately 
from those who cannot. 

Only 47 children eight years 
through 20 were found who 
cannot read and write in the 
county yet 117 six-year olds 
are already literate. 

Other interesting facts 
gained from studying the 
cahrts show th... there are 644 
more males than females of 
school age in the county. Total 
number of males is 5,396 
between the ages of six and 20, 
but there are only 4,752 
females in that bracket. 

On a racial basis, white boys 
total 4,238; white girls total 
3,618; non- white males total 
1,158 and non-white girls total 
1,134, 


These census figures 
indicate that white youths of 
school age outnumber non- 
whites and 77.5 percent whites 
in the Shelby County school 
age population. 

In the last school census 
taken in 1966, the percentage 
of non-whites in Shelby 
County in this age bracket was 
24 percent, which indicates 
that the number of non-whites 
has dropped slightly in relation 
to whites in the past four 
years. 

In 1966 there was a total of 
8,608 youths in the six to 20 
age group in Shelby County. 
The new figures indicate the 
population has grown by 1,540 
in this age group in the 
intervening tour years. 

Enumerators found 462 
children age two, 527 children 
age three, 547 children age 
four and 646 children age five.

Parents, beware! Thumb 
sucking can cause permanent 
damage to the shape of your 
baby’s mouth and teeth. 


The Alabama Dental 
Association warns that the 
pressure of thumb sucking 


reduces the arch in the baby’s 
mouth, 

Upper teeth are pulled 
forward as the roof of the 
mouth is pushed upward. At 
the same time, the sides of the 
mouth are pulled in. The 
overall effect is a narrowing of 
the jaws -- and a mouth that is 
misshapen and unattractive. 

Long and heavy 
orthondontic treatment is 
required to correct the damage 
to teeth and mouth, And, as 
the Alabama Dental 
Association points out, 
correction not always 
possible. 

For this reason, dentists 
prefer certain types of pacifiers 
to thumb sucking.

your local dentist. Pacifiers 
have less potential for affecting 
the mouth permanently, 

In addition, pacifiers may 
be “taken away” from a child 
to help end the sucking habit. 
With thumbs, this can’t be 
done, 

Dentists advise that the 
sucking habit should be ended 
by the time a child reaches five 
or six. The first permanent 
teeth -- commonly known as 
the six-year molars are 
beginning to erupt at this time. 
Sucking beyond this time can 
be extremely and permanently 
harmful. 

By this time, however, your 
child should have visited his 
dentist already -- and made 
friends with him. The ideal 
time for a first visit to a dentist 
is when a child is about three 
years old. Early danger signals 
may then be spotted -- and 
steps taken to correct the 
trouble.

The Cahaba River 
Watershed is of interest to me 
in terms of its use as a nature 
study area and refuge for 
endangered species of fishes 
and other aquatic organisms. 
The Cahaba River is the only 
river in Alabama which .today 
remains in essentially its 
original state. 

True, there has been some 
damage due to pollution from 
coal mines, erosion, and 
domestic sources, but it is 
much less than in other 
Alabama streams. There is only 
one large dam in the Cahaba 
Watershed, the Lake Purdy 
dam. There are no dams on the 
main river, 

This provides a refuge for 
such fishes as the shovelnose 
sturgeon, blue sucker, river 
redhorse, and a number of 
smaller and less noticeable 
fishes which have been 
eliminated elsewhere in the 
Alabama River watershed by 
damming. : 

If the Cahaba were to 
become dammed and polluted, 
these species would lose their 
precarious hold on existence in 
Alabama. Some of these fishes 
are found only in the Coosa, 
Tallapoosa, and Cahaba Rivers. 

The Cahaba River must be 
saved and maintained jn its

natural condition, We must 
help the. river by stopping 
pollution, fram all sources-— 
industrial, municipal, agricul- 
ural, and litter from users of 
the river. 

The Cahaba could then be 
enjoyed not only by fishermen, 
hunters, swimmers, picnickers, 
and sight-seers, but also by its 
native wildlife which provides 
us with fish, game, and fun. 
Without the plants and 
animals, the river is dead, and 
there is nothing for anyone or 
anything.

To school in a buggy

They lived up the 
Wilsonville road, just beyond 
John Lyon Hill, and came to 
school in a buggy. They left 
their horse in Jim Leonard’s lot 
and the buggy parked outside. 
Then they would come on to 
school, past the George Green 
house and the Bishop house on 
the comer, ing their way 
along the crooked walk that 
reached from the corner to the 
school house door.

importance to our economy is 
vastly underrated, his 
relationship to the increased 
cost of living is certainly 
overrated. Americans spend a 
smaller percentage of their 
take-home pay for food than 
citizens of any other nation. 
Today the American 
consumer spends about 17 per 
cent of his take-home pay to 
buy food. In Western Europe 
the comparative figure is 30 
per cent and in Russia it is 45 
per cent. In Asia the consumer 
pays 75 per cent of his 
disposable income for food. 
But all too often it is the 
farmer who is balmed for the 
increase in food prices. The 
true story is that the farmer’s 
hare of the retail food dollar 
was 39 cents last year, down 


from 49 cents in 1950. It is the 
middleman who is gaining from 
any increase in food prices, 

I will be among the first to 
admit that certain abuses exist 
in the farm program, and | 
intend to do what I can to help 
correct them. But we simply 
cannot afford to use this as an 
excuse to throw the whole 
farm program into chaos. To 
do so would be as irresponsible 
as ending Medicare for all the 
elderly just because we are 
having serious administrative 
problems with it. 

We must have a farm bill 
which will meet our obligations 
to the American farmer, and | 
plan to support such a Bill.

We'd eat supper, which I remember was much 
better than Thursday night supper, and I’d head for the radio 
waiting for the Lone Ranger to come Hi-Yo Silvering through 
Sloss Camp, On the way to the radio I'd pick out the biggest, 
reddest winesap apple in the bunch and get it started off right 
with a giant bite that made a big POP and sent juice running 
down the edges of my mouth, I'd have it down to the core by 
the first commercial and while the announcer was trying to sell 
a little Merita Bread, I’d be back at the ice box for one of 
those big bunches of seedless grapes. During the next 

_commercial it was a bar of candy, the next a moon pie, dill 
pickles and a Big Upper 10 to kind of put everything in its 
place. 

By the time the Lone Ranger and his faithful Indian 
companion, Tonto, galloped into the sunset, I was pinned flat 

. under what seemed to be a ton of fruit, an oil drum of Upper 
10 and it must have been that big dill pickle that kept 
ricocheting off my stomach walls. I'd manage to roll over on 
my stomach, lift up on my hands and knees and manage to get 
up on wobbling legs, I'd bid the folks good night, open the 
door to my bedroom, make a couple of giant steps across the 
cold linoleum to the bed, dance in place at the bed until I got 
the covers pulled back and dive between the outing blankets. 
I'd look up at the Lord and ask Him to please look over me 
during the night, but during the meantime just please keep me 
from exploding. 

Now that I have you thoroughly convinced that this is 
the right title for this undertaking, there is very little space left 
for any meat in this bowl of hash. 

However, here is a note, from one of our loyal readers 
asking when we are going to give a preview of the 1970 
editions of the county football team. 

I have been meaning to say something about that, but I 
have been too choked up over it.

Reckless operation of a 
motor boat by any person 
constitutes a threat to safety 
and property on Alabama’s 
waterways and is a violation 
of the Water Safety Law 
according to Officer Bill 
Attaway of the Alabama 
Water Patrol. 

Attaway defined this 
offense as the operation of 
any vessel or the manipulating 
of any water skis or similar 
device in such a manner so as 
to endanger or be likely to 
endanger the life, limb or 
property of any person. 


Some examples of actions, 


Attaway pointed out, that may 
constitute reckless operation 
under certain circumstances 
are: 

1. Operating within 
swimming areas. 

2. Operating at excessive 
speed in close proximity to 
other boats or around docking 
and restricted areas. 

3. Overloading of vessels 
beyond their safe load 
capacity. 

4. Allowing passengers to 
ride on the bow without

Sen. Sparkman acts 
to aid fishermen

Help for Alabama’s disaster- 
ridden fishing industry may 
result from an action just taken 
by Sen. John Sparkman. 

In a session with the Senate 
Banking and Currency 
Committee, which Sparkman 
chairs, he succeeded in getting 
Committee approval of a bill to 
make Alabama’s fishing 
industry eligible for Small 
Business Administration 
Disaster Loans. 

‘‘Widespread reports of 
mercury pollution of Alabama 
Streams have virtually closed 
down many fishing and related 
businesses,” Sparkman said. 
“This bill would classify water 
pollution as a disaster, just as 
hurricanes, floods, drought, 
and freezing conditions are 
now classified under the SBA 
Disaster Loan Program.” 

Sparkman said enactment of 


this bill would be especially 
helpful to fishing- oriented 
industries in the Florence and 
Mobile areas. 

“Under the disaster “loan 
Program individuals and 
businesses may borrow money 
for 30 years at three percent 
interest,” Sparkman stated.

Alabamians died as 
pedestrians. This number is 
appalling when we realize that 
seventy- four of this number 
were between the ages of one 
and 14. Our youngsters, with 
brilliant potential of 
productive lives, tragically end 
with death on our highways. 

If a disease were claiming 
this many lives in one year, 
our population would rise up 
to stamp out the killer. Yet 
we accept these figures 


without comment. Accidents 
can be prevented! Persons 
cause accidents and only 


persons can prevent accidents. 
Boys and girls must be taught 
how to cope with our modern 
traffic problem. August and 
September are our peak 
months for child pedestrian 
deaths, 

Night-time pedestrian 
accidents are common, 
Motorists state, “I just did not 
sce him until it was too late.” 
Pedestrians need to wear 
reflectives at night. The old 
addage of ‘wear white’ is not 
enough, In our fast pace white 
garments can only be seen for 
a distance of 185 feet.

How fast can a motorist 
react and stop a car? A 
vehicle moving at 30 miles an 
hour requires a distance of 72 
feet to stop on a flat, dry 
surface. Add rain or the glare 
of oncoming headlights or the 
effects of alcohol and this 
distance is greatly increased. A 
vehicle moving at 60 miles an 
hour requires 260 feet of 
stopping distance. White 
garments are not the answer. 


Reflective tapes are 
available to attach to 
garments, shoes and rainwear. 
Many of the newer garments 
will be sold with this 
reflective trim on them but 
mothers and fathers must be 
concerned enough to purchase 
these garments. Dealers must 
be alerted to have these 
available. Reflective materials 
can be seen at a distance of 
500 feet by motorists. We 
must protect our children at 


night. 


Remember football games 
call for walking at night. Be 
sure your family is safe as a 
pedestrian. The time to act is 
now, not the night after 
tragedy.

Cries of “It can’t be right!” 
are emanating from the city 
halls of Shelby County’s 
municipalities as the unofficial 
1970 census figures were 
announced this week. 

With the total county 
population up by almost 4,000 
city officials were looking 
forward to their share of the 
gain. However, six cities are 
shown as losing population, 
while only five cities gained, 

Alabaster leads the list of 
the county’s eleven 
municipalities now, with a 
population of 2,547, up by 
924 citizens. City officials 
however, expected a much 
bigger gain and are 
disappointed by the count. 

Pelham, newly incorporated 
since the 1960 census, has a 
population of 948, 

Helena recorded a 559 
increase over the 1960 census 
to reach 1,082. 

Wilton increased its 
population by a fourth, adding 
134 persons for a total census 
of 562. 

Vincent, which stretched its 
city limits to bring in a wide 
new area, registered a gain of 
only 10 persons for a total 
count of 1,412. 

On the negative side, 
Montevallo is shown as losing 
489 persons during the past ten 
years. Officials are astounded, 
They cite the increase in the 
number of resident students at 


the University and the new 
subdivisions in the city to 
buttress their arguments that 
the city should have shown a 
sizeable gain, 

As one City Councilman 
remarked, “When other cities 
were complaining about their 
census counts, I thought it was 
just sour grapes, but this really 
can’t be right.” 

The unofficial figure for 
Montevallo is now 2,266. 

According to the 
preliminary figures, Calera lost 


rter 


322 persons in the last ten 
years, putting her 1970 total at 
1,606. 

Columbiana, which had 
been expecting a big increase 
based on number of gas meters, 
new apartment construction 
and industrial expansion, 
found that the census takers 
listed 102 fewer persons this 
year than in 1960. The county 
seat now becomes the third 
largest town in the county with 
2,162 persons.

esearch in Shelby County aids 
dn battle against boll weevil 


i ~The key to man’s victory in 
hhis battle with the boll weevil 
anay come from research being 
«arried out in Shelby County 
‘and three other counties in the 
Coosa River Valley. Man has 
some up with some new 
‘weapons for his fight against 
sthe weevil, and the researchers 
fare trying to blend the best of 
sthese weapons into a program 
*that will prove to be the final 
‘blow needed to knock out the 
Jong-time foe. The weapons 
{they are working with are 
idiapause control, baited traps, 
sterile insect release, the Frego 
dract cotton.

+ Covering some 12,000 acres, 
ithe research is actually a 


full-scale trial run of a 
suppression - eradication 
program scheduled to start 
next year in Mississippi. 
Scientists from Auburn 
University Agricultural 
Experiment Station and the 
USDA Boll Weevil Research 
Laboratory at Starkville, Miss, 
are directing the research. They 
are working closely with 
Cooperative Extension Service 
personnel in Shelby, Talladega, 
St. Clair, and Calhoun 
counties, Financial support for 
the research has come from, in 
addition to the above listed 
agencies, the Governor’s 
Office, the State Department 
of Agriculture in Industries, 
and local people.

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Diapause control involves 
hitting the weevils at a weak 
point in their life cycle. 
“Diapause” describes a state of 
dormancy many boll weevils 
enter to survive the cold 
winters, By continuing control 
measures past the usual 
mid-September cutoff, the 
grower can deny the weevile 
the time necessary to enter a 
firm diapause and thereby 
reduce the next year’s early 
spring population. 

This reduction in the early 
population means control 
measures will not be needed 
until late July or August. This 
has a two-fold benefit. First, 
the absence of damaging 
populations during early season 
allows the plant to set a large 
portion of the crop without 
the danger of weevil damage. 
Second, elimination of the 
early season insecticide 
applications will preserve 
beneficial insects that help 
suppress bollworms, spider 
mites, and other cotton pests. 

Baited traps, another 
weapon being tested, were 
made possible by the isolation 
of a sex attractant produced by 
the boll weevil. Isolation of this 
substance, generally called a 
“*pheromone,”’ from live 
weevile is extremely expensive, 
so USDA scientists developed a 
synthetic form. This synthetic 
pheromone was used in 12,000 
traps in cotton fields of the 
Coosa River Valley. 

According to Dr. Floyd 
Gilliland, assistant professor of 
zoology- entomology with the 
AU Experiment Station, the 
traps used this year are much 
too expensive and troublesome 
for the individual farmer to 
use, The traps consist of four 
plates surrounding a bait tray, 
Weevils are attracted to the 
bait and are caught in a sticky 
substance covering the plates, 
The pheromone baits are 
expensive and must be replaced 
every week, This, plus some 
other drawbacks, makes them 
unsuitable for general use, 
explains Gilliland, 

If the research proves out 
the effectiveness of the 
snythetic pheromone, then 
some type of commercially 
feasible trap could be 
developed, For, the present, 
however, the traps are being 
used strictly for research, 

Sterile insect release, the 
third weapon, has proved its 
worth in other insect control 
efforts such as the screwworm 
eradication program, Programs 
of this type work because 
release of the sterile insects 
into an area decreases the 
chances of a native insect 
mating with another healthy 
insect, thus reducing the 
production of later 
generations, 

The sterile boll weevils 
being used in this research are 
supplied by the USDA Boll 
weevil Laboratory. The 
laboratory mixes the weevils 
with a lightweight fill material 
and packages them in plastic 
bags. A_ specially equipped 


airplane, supplied by the 
USDA, is used to distribute the 
weevils on the experimental 
fields, 

Dr. T. B. Davich, head of 
the Boll Weevil Laboratory, 
says several fields, totaling 70 
acres, are being used to 
evaluate the release program, 
Different numbers of insects 
per acre, in different male- 
female ratios, are being 
released to determine the most 
effective release rate. The 
releases are started when the 
cotton starts putting on 
squares, about the last week in 
June, and are continued at the 
rate of one a week for ten 
weeks, 

“We are well pleased with 
the results of this sterile insect 
release program,” says Davich., 
“*So far, boll weevil 
populations have been greatly 
suppressed in the fields 
receiving the sterile weevils, We 
are ready now to try it on a 
larger scale,” 

Gilliland points out that this 
is the first program in which 
sterile insects of both sexes 
were used, Other such 
programs release only sterile 
males, 

The other potential weapon 
being tested, Frego bract 
cotton, is not exactly new, 
This characteristic, which 
occurs in most common cotton 
varieties, has been recognized 
but largely ignored for years. 
Cotton bearing this character 
sets squares that have bracts 
growing straight out, thus 
leaving the square completely 
exposed, Such exposed squares 
do not provide hiding places 
for the weevile, leaving them 
vulnerable to insecticides and 
other control measures, 

To really put Frego bract 
cotton to the test, the 
rescarchers have had 
cooperating landowners plant 
45 acres in the Coosa River 
Valley, most of it east of 
Childersburg. The test 
plantings consist of 5 five acre 
blocks and 1 twenty-acre field 
of pure Frego bract cotton. A 
mechanical sampler and traps 
are being used to measure 
weevil infestation in these 
fields. The cotton will be 
harvested and ginned in the 
normal manner and the fibers 
will be compared with fibers 
from standard varieties. If the 
Frego bract character proves 
helpful in combating weevils, 
and if the cotton produces 
fiber of acceptable quality, 
then plant breeders can 
concentrate on producing new 
varieties that bear this 
character, 

Gillland and Davich feel 
strongly that the work in the 
Coosa River Valley will 
produce an effective boll 
weevil control program, As 
they point out, this work is the 
first program that has hit the 
weevil from all sides 
throughout his entire life cycle, 
If their program does prove 
successful, it will be worth 
millions of dollars annually to 
the cotton industry,

Doyle said after checking around the county that he feels 
the dove population will equal last year’s. The number of

will depend on the harvesting 


of grain. We passed by one field that had been recently 
harvested and counted 78 doves on the power lines above 
the field which caused the ol’ dove hunting fever to bolt up 


five degrees, 


We taped a program with Doyle which will be 
broadcast the Saturday prior to the Monday opening date 


of dove season. Dove season 


opens September 21 at noon, 


The program will be over WBYE at 7:45 Saturday morning, 


September 19. 


Word is from local ammunition dealers that shotgun 
shells are up about 10 per cent in cost over last year. So 
you had better take advantage of the specials on shotgun 
shells and brush up on your shooting or you'll be sinking 
quite an investment in a limit of dove. 

We talked with Dave Kelly at the state fish hatchery 
in Eastaboga last week about Lay Lake. He said specimens 
of bass, bream and bottom feeders were taken recently 


from Waxahatchee Creek 


and along Lay Lake near 


Childersburg. Kelly said it will be from two to three months 
before the fish can be checked for contamination. He said 
the delay is caused by the lack of laboratory facilities to 
check the large quantity of specimens that have been taken 


from Alabama streams. 


Kelly said the check of fish from Lay Lake is part of 
the routine check of Alabama streams after the mercury 


poisoning crisis. He said that 


there is no apparent need for 


alarm and the collection of specimens from Lay Lake was 
merely a part of the routine check of Alabama waters. 

Kelly said he would contact us as soon as he receives 
the results of the laboratory tests of Lay Lake fish. 

Some of the best fishing of the year is coming up now 
as the weather begins to cool. A couple of weeks ago, we 
saw our first Saltwater Striped Bass taken from Lay Lake.

Montevallo again largest city

Census Bureau official T. W. 
McWhirter, besieged by 
complaints from Alabama

Montevallo’s revised 
preliminary population is now

Montevallo thus retains its 


position as largest city in 
Shelby County, with Alabaster 
in second place with 2,547. 
Montevallo’s official census 
figure in 1960 was 2,755. 


The student census 
enumerator at the University 
of Montevallo counted 
students by dormitory room 
during the counting period last 
April, and listed 1,381 resident 
students, 


However, University records 
show 1,440 students were in 
residence last April. Director of 
Admissions and Records, at 
UM, Kermit Mathison, has

FOODS | REMEMBER 


Do you remember when or- 
anges came only at Christmas 
time and store-bought canned 
foods were a luxury? Do you re- 
member your first dish of corn 
flakes, or your first ice cream 
cone? 

These things hark back a good 
ways but many of our citizens 
do remember. So today’s column 
is for such people. A bit of nos- 
talgia. Food and styles of hand- 
ling it are pleasant to recall, es- 
pecially in contrast to today’s 
hustle and bustle, 


First Ice Box 
Back around 1910 mothers kept 


a “starter” for making yeast 
bread. And your family got its 


first ice box and you could do* 


away with the “milk cooler.” 
But you had to empty the ice 
pan. 

And it’s possible you were still, 
in those days, sent to a neigh- 
bor’s with a pail to fetch the 
family's milk, We did this, even 
in the 20’s at our summer cot- 
tage. 

In the 20's men still trucked 
fruits and vegetables in the cities 
and sold them door to door. 
That's when the Eskimo Pie was 
born. And city kids chased the 
ice wagons down the alley to 
sneak small pieces of ice during 
hot weather. In the 20's, too, the 
“electric ice box” came out and 
in many cities the ordinances 


began requiring pasteurized 
milk. 


Your first frozen vegetables 
and fruits appeared in the 30's 
and 40's, Cheese and meat came 
pre-sliced and packaged, and 
fruit juice appeared on the 
shelves in cans. 

Even today's young people re- 
member in the 50's when “brown 
n’ serve” rolls came out, also 
mixes for just about anything 
you might want to bake, Com- 
plete precooked and frozen din- 
ners and the first electronic 
ovens, of course, are modern his- 
tory. 

The most modern concept re- 
garding good nutrition for older 
people is that older people need 
the same foods as anyone else, 
but probably in smaller amounts 
because they may be less active. 
It’s considered ideal if you weigh 
the same as when you were 25. 

Don’t Eat Alone 

And if you are older and live 
alone, don't always eat alone. 
Get out and see other people. 
Join others for a festive dinner. 
Or invite people to share dinner 
with you at your place, The func- 
tion of eating is not just biologi- 
cal. Down through the ages it 
has also been a social function, a 
time and means of enjoying your- 
self and the company of others 
as well,

Modern radar equipment

If a state trooper waves you 
to the side of the road for 
speeding and there is a tubular 
device attached to the rear 
window of the patrol car, there 
is no need to argue, 


Corporal H.R. Huey and 
Trooper Billy Bradshaw were 
using the new radar equipment 
last week in Shelby County. 


The motorists, who were 
unfortunate by being caught 


by this highly sophisticated 
device, did get a free 
( demonstration of the 


equipment along with a ticket. 

Huey and _ Bradshaw 

{ explained the new system 
¢ works as follows: 

{ The receiver, which is about 

\ the size of a cigar box, draws 


“power from the cigarette 
{lighter receptacle and the 
(radar tube) is 


) transmitter 
attached to the rear window of 

| the patrol car. 

The patrol car is positioned 


| 


along the highway and the 
transmitter is aimed down the 
highway. If the speed limit is 
60 miles per hour along that 
section of the highway, a dial 
on the receiver is set at sixty. 
When an automobile 
approaches and is exceeding 
the speed limit, the exact speed 
on the automobile is shown on 
the receiver and a beeping 
signal is sounded. 


The receiver automatically 
holds the speed reading until 
the motorists is stopped and 
brought back to the patrol car 
where he can read exactly how 
fast he was traveling through 
the check zone. 

The range of the radar is 
one-half mile and will record a 
vehicle traveling toward or 
away from the patrol car. 

Corporal Huey said the new 
radar equipment eliminates the 
possibility of an error being 
made in determining the exact 


speed of the approaching 
vehicle. With the old radar 
check system used by state 
troopers, the speed of the 
vehicle under radar check was 
read from a dial much like the 
speedometer on an automobile. 
He said there was a possibility 
of not reading the dial 
correctly. The new system has 
a neon-type number that 
indicates the speed. 

Bradshaw said that most 
motorists that have been found 
speeding with the new radar 
equipment were interested in 
seeing how the new device 
worked. He said he is glad to 
oblige because after all tax 
payers buy the equipment and 
also pay the fines, 

He said they leave, maybe 
not happy over getting the 
ticket, but satisfied that they 
had a precise record of their 
speed and that they actually 
saw how fast they were 
traveling.

$750,000 project- 
Site cleared for vocational school 


The Shelby County Board 
of Education laid the pen aside 
-- at least for the moment - - 
and pulled on the hard hat as 
the first step began last week, 
in constructing the county’s 
new vocational high school. 

Bulldozers were called to 
the site of the school last week 
and workmen began clearing 
trees and underbrush for the 
new structure. Ted Lansford, 
administrative assistant in 
charge of superivising the 
construction of the new 
building, said four acres of the 
20-acre tract have been cleared. 

The land for the new 
vocational high school was 
purchased recently from Gulf 
States Paper Corp. and is 
located just west of the County 
Highway Department. 

The new building, which 
will house the vocational high 
school, will be constructed on 


a hill running parallel with 
Highway 70. 

Lansford said blue prints 
have been sent to the State 
Vocational Department in 
Montgomery for final approval. 
He said, hopefully, bids will be 
opened and a contract let for 
the building within six weeks. 


The projected date for 
completing the building and 
equipping the building for first 
classes is Septmber of next 
year. The expected enrollment 
for the first year is 550 day 
Students and 350 adults. 
Adults will have an 
opportunity to attend classes 


at night. 


The cost of the building and 
equipment will be $750,000. 
The new school is being 
financed by a federal grant 
through the Appalachia 
program of $600,000 and the 
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county school board will 
provide the remaining 
$150,000, Shelby County 
voters approved a one mill 
property tax to secure funds 
for the county’s share in the 


project. 

Once in operation the state 
will pay for the faculty and 
administrative personnel 
estimated at a cost of 
$150,000 to $200,000

annually. Local sources will 
have to furnish only the

Court orders school board to file report 
outlining criteria for personnel placement 


The Shelby County Board 
of Education received a court 
order last Friday requiring the 
board to prepare a_ report 
outlining the criteria used by 
the county board in placing 
personnel in the county 
school system this year, 
according to Superintendent 
Elvin Hill. 

The suit stemmed from 
complaints from two coaches 
and a principal who felt they 
were discriminated against in 
the placement of personnel by 
the school board, Hill said. 

The National Education 
Association and attorneys for 


the Justice Department have 
requested the report. U.S. 
District Judge Seybourn 
Lynne said last Thursday that 
the Shelby County Board had 
not filed a report relating to 
faculty and staff dismissals as 
required in a February court 
order. 


Lynne said such a report 
would materially aid the 
Court and parties in evaluating 
the issues. 


The Shelby County Board 
of Education has been ordered 
to provide the court 
information on their nonracial 


Objective criteria used in 
selecting principals and 
coaches and dismissing and 
demoting them; information 
relating to each principal and 
coach in the system and the 


degree and certificate they 
hold and the salaries they 
earn; the basis for dismissal or 
demotion of any principal or

Superintendent Hill said 
the board is preparing the 
report and will present it to 
the court by October 16 -- 
the deadline set by the court.

UM completes building plans 


for Speech-Hearing Clinic 


Plans for construction of a 
new Speech and Hearing Clinic 
at the University of Montevallo 
have been announced by UM 
President Dr. Kermit Johnson. 

The new clinic in Shelby 
County will be unique among 
centers of its kind in Alabama 
and the southeast, according to 
Speech Department Chairman 
Dr. Laura Wright, In addition 
to regular diagnostic and 
therapy services, the clinic will 
also include dormitory 
facilities for 18 resident 
patients, a house director and a 
live-in senior clinician, 

Services provided in the 
present clinic will be expanded 
and extended, Dr. Wright said. 

Complete facilities for 


speech and hearing evaluations 
will be included in the 
diagnostic center, which will 
also contain two specialized 
classrooms one for 
pre-school children with 
hearing handicaps and another 
especially designed for students 
with learning disabilities, 

Dr. Wright said clinic service 
will be available to out-patients 
as well as resident patients. The 
departmental chairman is also 
acting director of the Speech 
and Hearing Clinic at 
Montevallo, 

She said clinic personnel 
will continue to conduct a 
speech correction program in 
the Montevallo public schools. 

Dr. Wright noted that new 


facilities will provide 
supervised clinic practice for 
UM students at both graduate 
and under graduate levels in 
addition to offering clinical 
services to people with 
communication disorders, 


The new building designed 
by Architect Evan Terry of 
Birmingham will be a two-story 
brick veneer structure. It is to 
be build adjacent to Reynolds 
Hall, the Speech Department 
headquarters building on the 
Montevallo Campus. 


Bids on construction are 
expected to be opened within a 
month, University officials 
said,

Blake co-heads 
‘Save the Cahaba’ 


Ed Blake, general manager 
of the Shelby County 
Reporter, was named 
co-chairman of the “Save the 


Cahaba’’ committee last 
Saturday by the Alabama 
Conservancy. 

Blake was appointed to 


serve with Dr. John Ramsey, 
unit leader of the Alabama 
Cooperative Fishery Unit at 
Auburn University, during a 
quarterly meeting of the 
Alabama Conservancy's board 
of directors at Samford 
University in Birmingham. 

The directors moved to 
name Blake as co-chairman 
after he and Dr. Ramsey gave 
a progress report of the “Save 
the Cahaba” committee. The 
Conservancy's directors also 
unamiously voted to give full 
support to the “Save the 
Cahaba” project. 

Dr. Ramsey explained in 
his report to the directors the 
importance of the Cahaba 
River as the last remaining 
habitat for many species of 
fish that are rapidly 
disappearing from the world, 

Ramsey pointed out that 
because the Cahaba River is 
one of the last major 
free-flowing rivers in Alabama, 
it should be protected so that 
many of the endangered 
species of fish would have at 
least a final chance for 
survival, 

During Ramsey's research 


along the Cahaba River, he 
has discovered a species of 
fish that is apparently unique 
in the Cahaba because it has 
never been reported found in 
any other stream in the world, 
The fish has been named the 
Cahaba Shiner and has only 
been found in a stretch of the 
Cahaba from just north of 
Centreville to just south of 
Helena. 


Ramsey reported he has 
compiled a report of fish 
found in the Cahaba River 
and will distribute the report 


soon to organizations within 
the state so that the 
information can be made 


available to the public, 


Blake gave a report of the 
work that has been done on 
the “Save the Cahaba” project 
by the people in Shelby 
County. His report to the 
Conservancy included the 
results of a questionnaire 
circulated in Shelby County 
to determine the recreational 
needs served by the Cahaba 
River. 

He pointed out that the 
response from the people of 
Shelby County to the 
questionnaire and to the 
project in general has been 
excellent and that work will 
continue immediately to have 
the Cahaba River included in 
the Alabama Wild and Scenie 
River System.

Ralph Nader UM speaker 


Ralph Nader, the man 
known nationwide as the 
“consumer crusader,” will lead 
off this year’s Concert & 
Lecture Series at the University 
of Montevallo on Wednesday, 
Sept. 30. 

His topic here will be 
“Environmental Hazards: 
Man-Made and Man-Remed- 
ied,” 

Nader first made headlines 
in 1965 with the publication of 
his book, “Unsafe At Any 
Speed,” which charged the 
auto industry with failing to 
insure safety in their products, 

This indictment prompted 
one Detroit giant to attempt an 
abortive investigation of 
Nader’s private life, and 
spurred the passage of the 
1966 Traffic Safety Act. 

Nader’s documented expose 
castigated Detroit for “building 
death traps that kill 50,000 
people annually and main or 
injure four and a half million 
more.’ The young lawyer 
plunged into auto safety 
research because he believed 
the detroit car manufacturers 


were not using their 
technology and economic 
capability to its greatest 
potential in building safer cars. 

Although he still keeps a 
watchful eye on Detroit, Nader 
has immersed himself into 
other consumer issues. He has 
carried his “safety” campaign 
into all industries, charging 
that most manufacturers defy 
minimum safety standards in 
the protection of their 
personnel,

crusade are the sanitary issues 
in the meat and fish industry,

Political symbols and how 
the Donkey and the Elephant 
came into their meaningful 
positions furnished the topic of 
conversation this morning 
while java sipping at the local 
drug store. History tells us that 
since 1868, the two parties 
have been known as Democrat 
and Republican. 

The present emblem of the 
Democratic Party, the donkey, 
is said to be the creation of the 
eminent cartoonist Thomas 
Nast. This animal had 
reportedly appeared 
sporadically in connection with 
the party, more specifically 
with Andrew Jackson - but 
these earlier cartoons were 
crude and possibly unknown to 
Nast, as they were only 
posters. 

Nast, a native of Germany, 
came to the United States 
when six years old, settling 
with his parents in New York 
City. Rather a disappointment 
academically, to his parents, 
but he showed great talent in 
drawing and soon became 
affiliated with Harper’s Weekly 
and played an important role 
through his cartoons in 
furthering the political policies 
of the Republican paper. 

In an issue of Harper's 
Weekly January 15, 1870, 
there appeared Nast’s first 
authentic cartoon using the 
donkey to represent the 
Democrats. The cartoon, with 
the caption: “A live Jackass 
kicking a dead lion, And such a 
lion! and such a Jackass!” 
portrays a donkey, labeled 
Copperhead Press kicking a 
dead lion, namely Edwin M. 
Stanton, the Secretary of War 
who had died only a few weeks 
before. Nast in this illustration 
represented the Democrat 
Party as a party of noise and 
Obstruction which he 
considered it be. He 
continued to use the donkey to 
typify the Democratic Party 
when assured by popular 
acclaim that it had caught the 
people’s fancy. 

Not until 
issue of 


to 


Nov. 7, 1874, 
Harper's Weekly, 
according to our research, did 
the elephant as the symbol of 
the Republican party appear. 
Nast in his cartoons used it as a 
rebuke to a party grown 
timorous and unweildy; 
different animals of the forest, 
representing various 
newspapers and issues are 
depicted in his cartoons as 


for ballots 


running away frightened from 
a donkey in a lion’s skin 
labeled Caesarism, The 
elephant bearing the 
inscription “The Republican 
vote’, equally frightened, is 
shown bolting toward a pitfall 
loosely covered with deciptive 
planks variously labeled as 
inflation, reform, and so on, 
Nast continued to draw the 
elephant in precarious 
positions indicating the 
situation of the party at that 
time, 

Gradually both the donkey 
and the elephant evolved into 
generally accepted symbols of 
the major political parties, and 
were endowed by them with 
the virtures they wished to 
assume. Thus the Republicans 
see in the donkey an object of 
ridicule, stupid and stubborn, 
whereas the Democrats accept 
him fondly as a mascot 
recognizing that his patience, 
humility and homeliness 
endear him to the people. 
Likewise the Democrats choose 


to regard the elephant as a 
pompous, ponderous, slow- 
moving creature, timid, docile, 
and essentially conservative, 
whereas the Republicans stress 
his size, dignity, strength and 
intelligence. 


Since popular acclaim 
determines largely the 
acceptance of party symbols it 
is impossible to define 
precisely (according to our 
historic authority) the time 
when the donkey superseded 
the rooster in Democratic 
affections. One can only note 
its growing ascendancy along 
with the elephant, as a result of 
Nast’s acumen and remarkable 
skill.

and many others. 

Periodic inspections of 
existing housing will be made 
to determine whether such 
housing meets the minimum 
standards, Owners of property 
which does not come up to the 
minimum requirements will be 
required to conform to the 
code, 

A Board of Adjustment and 
Appeal has been appointed to 
hear grievances and will have 
authority to rule on any special 
case brought to its attention, 

The minimum building code 
is concerned with construction 
of new housing. Permits are 
required before any 
construction can be started 
within the town, The building 
inspector will determine from 
the proposed plans submitted 
whether the new building will 
meet required minimum 
standards of construction. If 
the requirements are met, the 
building inspector will inspect 
during construction to 
determine whether the plans 


have been followed, 

The building code is 
concerned with the location of 
buildings on property, proper 
drainage and sanitation, fire 
protection, safety within the 
building, safe exit to ground 
level, proper and adequate 
heating, plumbing, electric 
wiring, natural or butane gas 
facilities, etc. 


The purpose of the code is 


——— to enforce building code 


to provide better conditions 
for the people who live in 


Alabaster. They are not 
designed to inconvenience 
anyone or cause undue 


hardship, Mayor Payne said. 
They were drawn up by the 
Southern Building Code 
Congress and are in use all over 
the South. 

Mayor Payne added, “This 
is a way to improve Alabaster 
fairly to all concerned”.

Newspaper Week 


October 4-10 has been 
designated as National 
Newspaper Week, The theme 
this year is ‘American 
Newspapers -- 200 Years of 
Freedom -- 1770's -- 1970's”. 
Just reading the theme should 
be a heart warming experience 
to all citizens in America. 
During each year, editors take 
notice and give publicity to 
many memorable observances, 
But, they cannot be blamed. for 
calling attention, with a degree 
of pride and humbleness, to 
their very own special Week. 

The fact that after 200 
‘years, personal liberty under 
representative government still 
prevails and is due, in no small 
part, to the “eternal vigilance” 
of a free press is worthy of 
recognition, The community 
newspaper, - - and the Reporter 
is only one of over 10,000 of 
them -- is an institution that 
lends permanence and 
tangibility to individual rights 
as nothing else can. 

Every nation has its national 
observances. In most, however, 
there is no occasion to 
celebrate a National Newspaper 
Week. Where there is no free 
press, the less said about a 
newspaper - - the better. 

Newspaper journalism began 
in this country about 280 years 
ago, But there was little said 
about it. Certainly there was 
no fanfare announcing that 
**Public Occurrences Both 
Foreign and Domestic”, the 
nation’s first newspaper, had 
hit the streets of Boston on the 
morning of Sept. 25, 1690. 


Fact is, according to George 
Speers, Department of 
Journalism, Northeastern 
University, ‘‘there was 
considerable apprehension and 
a feeling of foreboding”’. 

It is historically recorded - - 
at that time, that the little four 
page newspaper, edited by 
Benjamin Harris, was eagerly 
accepted by the local residents 
and that the demand far 
exceeded the supply. But - - 
the trouble was, its editor -- 
Benjamin Harris had 
committed a crime by 
publishing it. 

The law at that time, was 
that a license had to be 
obtained before any printing 
was done. And this most 
certainly applied to any public 
information about government 
activities, 

But Harris took a chance. 
However, he did not have to 
wait long. He was summoned 
before the Colonial Governor 
and asked to explain why he 
had not first obtained a license 
before putting out a newspaper 
as required under the Act 
(i “Regulation of Printing 
and Licensing”. 

The fa¢t that Harris had put 
out an interesting newspaper 
that met with popular approval 
probably saved him from the 
jail sentence. True the law had 
been violated, but the Colonial 
authorities were reluctant to 
press too strongly against the 
extreme popularity of editor 
Harris. However, Harris only 
got away with one issue, 
Fourteen years passed 


before someone else was able 
to muster up enough courage 
to try again, In 1704 - - John 
Campbell published a “safe but 
dull” paper by “Authority” - - 
for the next 20 years. 


In August 1721 -- James 
Franklin -- older brother of 
Benjamin Franklin, began 
publishing “The New England 
Courant’’ and everyone in 
Boston liked it and its 
reputation spread throughout 
the colonies. However, 
Franklin was jailed for a month 
for the crime of sedition 
(criticizing the law 
enforcement policies of the 
Governor) but the Courant 
survived for five and a half 
years and James Franklin was 
again tried for sedition, The 
punishment for the second 
time prevented Franklin from 
owning or publishing the 
newspaper unless it first be 
censored. Since he refused to 
submit to this -- he was not 
allowed to keep the newspaper. 
As a way out of this he put the 
newspaper in his brother Ben’s 
name -- but as a fighting force 
The New England Courant was 
finished. To make a long story 
short, Benjamin Franklin 
moved to Philadelphia to start 
a new career and James settled 
in Rhode Island, 


But -- James Franklin and 
the Courant had won. The 
restrictions that had controlled 
the press since Gutenberg’s 
time in the mid 1400’s was 
finally broken -- thanks to

“It’s that time of year again 
vhen the hazard of carbon 
nonoxide from home heating 
ind cooking appliances takes 
m greater significance” said 
stank Sloan, Shelby County 
anitarian in Columbiana this 
veek, 


“Carbon monoxide is well 
snown to be a silent killer, but 
ts ability to make a person 
ick is less well known, 
although for every death 


caused by carbon monoxide 
there are probably many 
thousands of people who are 
made sick by it.” 


Sloan said that last year in 
Shelby County over half the 
homes tested were found to 
have one or more appliances 
emitting carbon monoxide, 
with many appliances 
producing such large amounts 
of the gas as to be potentially 
deadly.

Robert S. Vance, Chairman 
of the Alabama Democratic 
Committee, told the county 
Democratic Committee 
Tuesday night, “People are 
beginning to expect a higher 
level of service from elected 
officials.

County pharmacists stress 
safe, effective use of drugs 


The safe, effective use of 
today’s medicines will be 
stressed by local pharmacists 
during their observance of 
National Pharmacy Week, 
October 4-10, 1970. 

The theme of this year’s 
observance is ‘‘Respect 
Medicines”. 

The pharmacists of Shelby 
County have chosen the 
occasion to re-emphasize to the 
public that while today’s 
medicines have great benefits 
they also have their dangers 
and limitations, It is everyone’s 
responsibility, pharmacists say, 
to know these limitations, 

They offer the following 
suggestions during National 
Pharmacy Week: 

- - Do not take medicines 
without asking your physician 
or pharmacist. All medicines, 
including those that you can 
purchase without a 
prescription, are designed to 
have an effect. Sometimes, 
various combinations can be 
dangerous, 

-- Remember that when 
certain drugs are used at the 
same time, possible undesirable 
- and even dangerous - 
interactions can result. An 
increasing number of 
pharmacists are maintaining 
family or patient medication 
record systems so that they can 
help avoid such interactions. If 
you are going to more than one 
physician, be sure you tell each 
of them - and your pharmacist 
- about the different drugs you 
are taking. 

-- Follow your physician's 
and pharmacist’s advice. 
There’s always a reason - 
sometimes several - for their 
advice. 

-- Don’t trust your memory 
when taking medicine. Always 
read the label three times: once 
before you remove the 
medicine from the container, 
again when you take the

medicine out of the container 
and a third time after you have 
taken the medicine. 


-- Do not try to guess what 
is wrong with you or to select 
your own medicine, Certain 
temporary symptoms can be 
relieved by medicines you can 
purchase without a 
prescription oider. Consult 
your pharmacist about these 
and follow the directions in the 
use of these “home remedies” 
just as you would if they were 
prescription medicines. 


Do not share your 
medicine with someone else, 
and do not take medicine 
prescribed for another person, 

- Clean out medicine 
cabinets regularly, especially 
discarding prescription 
medicines no longer being 
used, 

Don’t stop taking a 
prescription medicine just 
because you begin to feel 
better. Anything less than the 
full course of treatment could 
prevent the medicine from 
correcting the illness.

Insomnia, sleepwalking, 
nightmares - - they’re just three 
of the “sleep” problems most 
people would like to banish, or 
at least control. 

Scientists at the University 
of Alabama in Birmingham are 
setting out to do something 
about these nuisances, © 


A scientist who is 
conducting extensive research 
into sleep, Dr. G,. Vernon 
Pegram, Jr., has joined a new 
UAB brain research program. 


“Insomnia and mental 
illness are closely related,” said 
Dr. Pegram, who explained 
that there is a physiological 
need in each man for a certain 
amount of sleep. When sleep 
patterns are distrubed, an 
individual’s whole outlook is 
altered, He may be affected 
both physically and mentally. 


Because rhesus monkeys 
have sleep stages similar to 
those of man, and because the 
brain transmitters which 
produce sleep are similar in 
both man and rhesus, Dr. 
Pegram has worked extensively 
with the primates in his search 
for answers to the riddle of 
sleep, “one of man’s basic 
drives,” 


Through computer 
technology, Dr. Pegram and 
other scientists have learned to 
utilize the “sleep prints” of 
both monkeys and people. The 
prints, which represent 
electrical activity in the brain 
during a full night’s sleep, are 
analyzed by the computers, 
allowing scientists to 
accomplish in minutes when 
once took them many hours of

Catfish production presents 
growers special problems 


BY GEORGE C. STARCHER 

Specialization in any branch 
of agriculture can -- and 
usually does -- bring special 
problems as readily as the 
hoped-for rewards, 

At present catfish 
_ production seems to be 
’ presenting unusual difficulties 
to some growers. With 


' assistance of Lee Walls, District 
‘Fishery Biologist of the 


Alabama Department of 
Conservation, difficulties are 
diagnosed and cures attempted, 
Some of the more notable 


problems at present are: 
“Kills” and “Wild Fish”: 
One grower had a sudden kill, 
diagnosed as lightning striking 
his pond, Cure unavailable. 
Another has a continuing high 
mortality rate among his fish, 
accompanied by a severe loss 
of appetite in the survivors. An 
antibiotic has been prescribed, 
but here another problem came 
into the picture. An infestation 
of wild fish: green sunfish and 
shiners from some unknown 
source. Having a voracious 
appetite, the multitude of little 
fish eat up medicated food

before the ill catfish get the 
proper dose. A selective killer 
has been suggested to kill the 
scale fish both here and at 
another pond having somewhat 
similar difficulty with wild 
fish. “Fintrol” is the selective 
killer recommended. 

Harvest: Selling the finished 
product presents more 
problems. Some processors of 
catfish will harvest fish from 
ponds that can be drained fast 
enough, are free of stumps and 
snags, and have hard- bottomed 
“catch basins” built-in. Most of 
Shelby County’s ponds have 
been fitted with six inch drain 
pipes suitable for bass and 
bream management, but often 
inadequate for quick drainage 
for catfish harvest. Bad taste or 
dying fish can result if harvest 
cannot move quickly and 
smoothly. 

Fish-out or fee fishing is a 
way of harvesting that can 
work out well - but constant 
attention to the pond, a good 


advertising program, and 
accessibility are required, 
Access roads, shelters, and 


available bait and refreshments 
for sale seem to be MUSTs for 
the needed volume of business. 
Also it seems most fee- 
fishermen need assurance that 
several acres of water with a 
large population of fish are 
available. Owners of small 
ponds that are too small don’t 
get much response from fee- 
fishermen. 

There are several bright 
spots in the catfish production 
picture, These will be explored 
in a later article. In general, 
however, it seems that larger 
original investments in better 
pond sites than most Shelby 
County landowners possess are 
necessary for success in this 
highly specialized field. 
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Veterans Affairs Office observes 25th year 


The Alabama Department 
of Veterans’ Affairs observed 
its Twentyfifth Anniversary 
on October Ist, of this year. 
With the arrival of Springtime 
in 1945, indications were that 
World War Two would be over 
in the not-too- distant future, 
In any event, the wounded, the 
sick, the disabled were 
returning to their Alabama 
homes in an ever- increasing 
number, 

The members of the 
Alabama legislature and 
representatives of Alabama’s 
veterans’ organizations were 
the very first to realize that 
literally hundreds of thousands 
of claims would have to be 
filed by these veterans, as well 
as those of the Spanish 
American War and World War 
One. They knew the mounting 
problems of veterans of three 
wars and their dependents 
could not be solved entirely by 
part-time volunteers on local 
levels. So the Alabama 
Department of Veterans’ 
Affairs was organized as a state 
agency -- entirely removed 
from any similar agency of the 
federal government. 

It was to be governed by a 
State Board of Veterans’ 
Affairs composed of war 
veterans. The members of the 
Board were to be selected from 
lists submitted by the various 
veterans’ organizations. All 
county service officers were to 
be war veterans and their 
full-time services were to be 
immediately and conveniently 
available to veterans and their 
dependents. 

They were to keep 
Alabama’s veterans well 
informed concerning their 
benefits and were to assist 
them in securing these benefits. 
The Department of Veterans’ 
Affairs feels that they have

Hundreds of thousands 
of public records have been 
secured in support of claims 
filed on behalf of the state’s 
veterans and their dependents 
without cost to them. Almost 
every veteran and dependent in 
this state who has taken 
advantage of educational 
benefits under the federal GI 
Bills has had his papers 
processed through an office of 
the Department of Veterans’ 
Affairs. 


The Department also 
administers the Alabama GI 
Bill and since 1949 has 
approved some eight thousand 
applications for education and 
training for children, wives and 
widows of certain deceased and 
disabled veterans under this 
Alabama Act. Almost 
15-hundred of them are even 
now furthering their education 
in Our state’s colleges, 
universities and trade schools, 
all for the betterment of 
themselves and the state as a 
whole. 

Since 1945, county service 
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officers, with competent 
assistance from experts in the 
State Office in Montgomery, 


have secured in the way of 


compensation and pensions for 
Alabama veterans and their 
dependents approximately two 
billion dollars! Almost every 
cent of this has been turned 
back into the economy of our 
State, in the way of payment 
for food, clothing, medical 
treatment, shelter, utilities and 
other necessities of life. 


Walter C. Head, Jr., director 
of the Department, said: 
““We’re not one- hundred 
percent satisfied with our 
Department -- we never will 


be. But we’re proud of our past 
accomplishments on this 
Twentyfifth Anniversary, and 
of the reputation Alabama has 
earned throughout our state

After several sessions of 
wrestling with budget problems 
for the fiscal year just 
beginning, the County 
Commission has come up with 
a budget which it hopes will 
meet the county’s most 
important needs, 


Commission Chairman 
Conrad M. Fowler said in 
Columbiana Tuesday, “We had 
anticipated a ten percent 
cutback in all services, but we 
were able to write a budget 
that will maintain most county 
services at their present level.” 

The detailed budget was not 
ready for publication this week 
because of many revisions 
made at the Monday 
Commission meeting. 

Fowler said the new budget 
will give a substantial increase 
to the sheriffs department. 
The county was in a position

to cut back its allocations to 
some other departments, 
because federal and state funds 
became available to certain of 
those departments, leaving 
them with approximately the 
same total sum this year as last 
year. 


Tax income to the county 
has dropped in recent years 
because of the state gasoline 
tax redistribution, and the 
lower valuation established in 
1967 for the utilities and 
railroads. 

The Commission ChQir 
announced that the county has 
received a grant of $15,145 in 
state and federal funds from 
the Alabama Development 
office that “kicks off the 
program for planning and 
development of Shelby 
County.” 

The grant is to be used for a 


five-point county development 
plan involving a recommended 
service and program design, 
base mapping, land use 
mapping, coordination services 
and administrative services. 


Fowler sees this plan as the 
forerunner for orderly 
development in the county.

sustain porperty values. It will 
lead to harmonious rather than 
conflicting use of land.”

Agricultural and Rural Affairs 
Committee of The American 
Bankers Association, Mr. Kelly 
reported that at the beginning 
of the year, Alabama banks 
were helping farmers with 
$162 million in loans, 4 
percent more than a y 
previous. This total included 
$79 million in production 
loans and $83 million in farm 
mortgages. At the same time, 
$48 million in farm loans was 
held by life insurance 
companies; $127 million by 
the Federal Land Banks; $53 
million by Production Credit 
Associations; and $11 million 
in non-real estate loans, plus $8 
million in real estate loans by 
the Farmers Home 
Administration, About 55 
percent of the non-real estate 
credit extended by lending 
institutions to Alabama 
farmers came from banks. 

Mr. Kelly said that “bankers 
in Alabama are conscious of 
the large capital investments 
required in agriculture today 
and are making a concerted 


effort through improved 
lending programs to meet these 
changing credit demands of the 
state’s farmers.” 

The increased use of credit 
by farmers, according to Mr. 
Kelly, has been accompanied 
by a substantial gain in the 
total assets of farm families. 
Therefore, in the aggregate, the 
equity position of farmers, 
contrary to public opinion, is 
being maintained at a 
satisfactory level. Nationally, 
farm families have $249 billion 
of their own funds invested in 
agriculture. This represents 81 
percent of the total capital 
requirements of farmers. 

Mr. Kelly stressed the 
importance of farmers and 
bankers working closely 
together to improve farm 
financial arrangements, He 
reported that nine out of ten 
insured banks throughout the 
country had agricultural loans 
outstanding, with nearly 95 
percent of the banks in 
Alabama extending credit to 
farm people.

WHY NOT NIBBLE? 


Do you nibble, or do you still 
eat the standard three meals a 
day? It could be that most people 
would answer that question by 
saying they nibble — meaning 
that they do indulge in some be- 
tween-meal eating 

But a true nibbler is one who 
eats smaller meals and eats, say, 
five or six times a day. This is the 
pattern that some nutritionists 
are recommending. 

Reseatch Findings 

Research at the University of 
Illinois and elsewhere indicates 
that nibbling makes energy avail- 
able to the body in amounts that 
can be used up. Meal eating, by 
comparison, can give the body 
more than it needs at that parti- 
cular time, encouraging the body 
to store energy for future needs 
in the form of fat. Thus weight 
is added to the body 

Nibbling, like the schools of 
new economics and new politics, 
offers a change. And presumably, 
if you don't eat too much food 
each day in total, nibbling can 
offer an evener environment of 
“feeling good” rather than “feel- 
ing full", and weight control 

Early man, experts point out, 
could get along on less frequent 
but larger meals. Early man's 
physical activity (sometimes just 
in finding his food) was much 
greater, But today our energy re- 
quirements are less and, most of 


all, food's availability is almost 
endless, 

We might take advantage of the 
very fact of availability and eat 
less but more often. After all, 
wherever you are, one does not 
have far to go to obtain food. 
Trouble is, a lot of people have 
allowed food's availability to 
make them gluttons. It’s time 
for them to change. 

Work habits, too, favor more 
nibbling. Coffee breaks, for ex- 
ample: These moments should 
contribute to your daily food in- 
take of a variety of nourishing 
foods. They should not simply be 
an excuse for a stimulant. A res- 
taurant that serves coffee also 
offers salads, glasses of milk, cot- 
tage cheese and crackers, or de- 
licious bowls of soup, or milk 
shakes, Even food vending ma- 
chines offer snacks that can be 
counted as part of the food you 
should have during the day. 


Also At Home 


At home on weekends, or for 
the homemaker and _ children 
every day, you could easily eat 
more often and choose foods that 
are from the milk group, the 
meat - fish - poultry -egg group, 
fruits and vegetables, and breads 
and cereals, Also, in watching 
how much you eat figure those 
hor d’ouvres at a neighbor's party 
as one of your small meals

may be living off of a 
combination of the husband’s 
insurance and social security, 
or perhaps social security 
alone. 

“With the cutoff of the 
dependent children survivor 
benefit, women in their 50’s 
who have not previously been 
employed fact two vexing 
problems: (1) A sharp income 
drop and (2) the inability to 
find a job because of their 
age,” Sparkman said. 

“Job discrimination because 
of age is one of the regrettable 
facts of modern life,” 


Sparkman said. “I see this 
amendment as one way to try 
to relieve some of the 
economic stress caused by this 
form of discrimination.

Many of the dental “horror 
itories” that were once taken 
quite seriously now are 
z:onsidered folklore.

*Or perhaps you sought 
elief by cutting your gums 
with an iron nail until they 
‘led and then drove the nail 
nto a wooden beam,

oothache relief was by 
unning around a church 
vithout thinking about a fox, 
The latter was very important 
f you were to achieve any 
elief. 

*And surely you wear the 
orelegs and one hindleg of a 
nole in a bag around your 
eck so you'll never have the 
oothache. 

You’re smiling, I'll bet. 
Maybe even laughing out loud, 


But many years ago, many 
people earnestly believed these 
things to be true. 

Unfortunately, as the 
Alabama Dental Association 
points out, many of the 
“horror stories” people believe 
today are not so amusing or 
obviously false. But they are 
just as untrue -- and many 
times far more harmful. 

Many believe, for instance, 
that everyone will eventually 
lose his teeth and wear 
dentures, 

Nature, however, intended 
that your teeth last a lifetime. 
And with a proper program of 
regular professional care and 
personal oral hygiene, they can 
+-seven if you live to be a 


-hundred. 


Many also believe that the 
best way to fight a toothache is 
with a numbing number of 
slugs of straight whiskey. 

While this may momentarily 
alleviate the pain, such

Workers lose over $1 million 


The Birmingham office of 
the Wage and Hour Division, 
U.S. Department of Labor, 
during the year July 1969 - 
June 1970, made 
investigations which show that 
workers in the area were paid 
$1,336,279 less than the 
wages required by the Fair 
Labor Standards Act. 

Hansel J, Hunter, director 
of the Wage-Hour Division’s 
area office at 1917 Fifth 
Avenue, South, Birmingham, 
Alabama 35233, announced 
the figures today for 32 north 
Alabama counties. 

Hunter stated that many 
employers voluntarily paid the 
back wages under supervision 
of the U.S, Department of 
Labor and that court action is 
pending in other cases. 

He announced that 3,577 
workers who were paid at 
hourly rates lower than the 
applicable federal minimum 
were due $647,958; 4,515 
employees were due $686,075 
because they had not been 
paid at least one and one-half 
times their regular rates for 


hours worked in excess of 40 
in a workweek, 

He said that workers 
covered by the Fair Labor 
Standards Act and its 
amendements prior to 
February 1, 1967, must now 
be paid at least $1.60 an hour 
plus one and one-half times’ 
their regular rate for hours 
worked in excess of 40 in a 
workweek, Employees newly 
covered as of February 1, 
1967, must now be paid at 
least $1.45 an hour and time 
and one-half for hours in 
excess of 40 in a workweek. 
Hotel, motel and restaurant, 
and certain other employees 
are exempt from overtime pay 
provisions of the FLSA. 

Sterling B. Williams, 
Wage-Hour regional director, 
Birmingham, said that back 
pay figures found for the 
4-state area in which he 
administers the act reached 
$8,271,366 for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1970. 

He reported that 23,325 
workers in Alabama, Arkansas, 
Louisiana and Mississippi were 


due $4,102,931 in minimum 
wages; 22,548 were underpaid 
$4,059,788 for overtime 
hours; and 392 were due 
$105,533 under the equal pay 
provisions, 

Williams also reported that 
investigators assigned to the 
eight Wage-Hour area offices 
in the region found 1,187 
minors employed in violation 
of the childlabor provisions of

CHILDREN WHO FUSS 


Perhaps as long as there are 
mothers there will be children 
who fuss over their food, or who 

' refuse to eat—at*least at times 

And since there would be no 

children without mothers, the 
' problem will remain with us just 
as it has for as many years as I 
can remember 

What should you do when your 
child won't cat” The first advice 
I give is for the mother to relax 
It isn't the problem she thinks it 
is, nor is it unique 

No youngster with normal in- 
telligence will starve when there 
is food to be had, But children 
may not always want to eat when 
or what, or as much as their 
mothers think they should 

Farly Growth 

Let's review some basic biology 
Before your child was born he 
grew by taking his nourishment 
from you, his mother. Before he 
was born he grew from a tiny cell 
to seven pounds or better, In the 

, first six months infants generally 
double their weight. This is still 

| fast growing though not as fast 
as his prenatal period, Then in 
the second six months a child in 
creases his weight, as a rule, about 
fifty percent, After the first year 
the rate of growth gets slower and 
slower until he gets his first 
growth spurt between the third 
and fifth years 

' (Thus it is that your child gets to 
the point where he needs propor 
tionately less food than he did as 
a baby. To:tdlers don't eat as much 
as babies because they don't need 

) to 

Hence, you, as his mother, must 
revise your thinking, Once you ac 
cept that fact some of the prob- 
lem evaporates

Young children begin to have

They also like to dawdle and 
play over eating, Too much of this 
must be overcome.

Hf he doesn't 
then it's time to get individual 
medical advice, especially if your 
actually becomes listless, 
fails to dain reasonable weight, or 
ives other signs of possible ill 
ness 


So keep to a regular meal sched 
ule 4s much as possible, And con 
sider the advantage of a quict 
time before meals, It will let your 
child and you “slow down” so he 
is more ready to eat, Calm peo 
ple and calm surroundings during 
meals are a “must,” 

As for the meals themselves 
food for little folks needn't be 
planned separately from the rest 
of the family, The same basic 
foods that everyone needs are also

the best for your child. And eye- 
catching foods, bright colors like 
orange gelatin, green peas, or red 
tomatoes also catch young eves 
Mild delicate flavors, too, like 
young carrots, new potatoes, cus- 
tards or bananas, frequently go 
over big. Your child should try 
new foods as part of his learning 
to eat balanced meals. And noth- 
ing may be as important as the 
example you set.

UM teacher program 
approved by NCATE 


The University of 
Montevallo has been notified 
that its teacher education 
program has the stamp of 


‘approval from the National 


Council for Accreditation for 
Teacher Education. 

The national organization’s 
formal O.K. to the Montevallo 
program was announced this 
week by U.M. President Dr. 
Kermit Johnson. The 
Montevallo chief executive was 
notified of NCATE approval 
by council director Rolf W. 
Larson, Washington, D.C, 

NCATE is one of the 
nation’s principal education 
accrediting agencies whose 
requirements are recognized as 
the highest standard for 
teacher training. 

Dr. Bill Fancher, Dean of 
the College of Education at 
Montevallo, called the NCATE 
accreditation a “major step 
forward for the institution.” 
He noted that council sanction 


of a teacher education program 
is based on the total university 
program ... “not merely the 
academic activities of a single 
department or college.” 


He said accreditation by the 
national council has a threefold 
significance: teacher education 
standards are above regional 
requirements; graduates are 
extended reciprocity of 
certification in approximately 
40 other states whose 
departments of education 
recognize NCATE 
requirements as the standard 
for teacher certification; and 
many education systems 
throughout the nation give 
priority to graduates of 
NCATE approved programs, 


Fancher said accreditation,

The University of 
Montevallo’s 1970-71 theatre 
season Opens Thursday Oct. 29 
with the first of three nightly 
presentations of the ageless 
Grecian comedy by 
Aristophanes, “Lysistrata.” 

Production director W. T. 
Chichester, associate professor 
of speech at U.M. said it is 
appropriate to revive this 
particular play for the present 
generation in light of the 
prolonged Vietnam war and 
the quickened pace of the 
women’s liberation movement. 

Endowed with seemingly 
everlasting relevance, 
**Lysistrata’’ reveals the 
author’s feeling that, in his 
native Greece if nowhere else, 
any war was civil war, 

The play deals with men 
and women and war, and its 
message is simple and direct - - 
if we dare to think that all men 
are brothers, Aristophanes tells 
us that our wars, too, are civil 
wars from which neither victor 
nor victim can profit. 

Written in 411 B.C., the 
story takes place during the 
second decade of the war 
between Sparta and Athens 
and their allies. Every six 
months or so during all these 
years, the armies would declare 
a temporary truce and return 
home to their wives and 
sweethearts for rest and 
recuperation. 

Lysistrata, leader of the 
Athenian women, persuades 
representatives of all Grecian 
women, friend and foe alike, to 
attend a meeting in Athens. 
There she proposes a way for 
the women, friend and foe 
alike, to attend a meeting in 
Athens. There she proposes a 
way for the women to end the 
war -- simply deny husbands 
and lovers the joys of the bed 
until the war stops!

NUTRITION AND PREGNANCY 


Young women who eat sen- 
sibly will need to make only a 
few changes in their food habits 
when they become pregnant and 
while nursing their babies. 

Food surveys show us, however, 
that many teen-age girls have 
poor eatings habits. And we see 
birth difficulties and needless 
problems for young mothers that 
definitely can be related to the 
poor eating habits they practiced 
earlier. 

But let's assume you have been 
eating sensibly and now you are 
pregnant. Or, if you've been eat- 
ing poorly, perhaps now that you 
are pregnant you will be moti- 
vated to change your ways 

It is true you will be eating 
for two, but that does not mean 
you will double what you eat 


For Baby's Growth 

At first your unborn baby will 
be so smal! that his demands for 
food will hardly be noticeable at 
all, Later, however, your appetite 
will probably increase and you 
will want extra food. The extra 
foods you eat should be the one's 
your baby needs for growth 

You will need more protein, 
minerals and vitamins. But how 
much more should you eat? Your 
doctor will advise you, of course. 
And doctors usually recommend a 
gain of 20 to 25 pounds over your 
ideal normal weight during your 
nine months of pregnancy. If you 
are underweight to start, your 
doctor will want you to gain more: 
if you are too heavy, he'll recom 
mend less. 

As a general pattern, the four 
food groups will serve you best 
And here's a brief outline for you 
to follow: 

The two or more servings per 
day of fruits and vegetables that 
are recommended in the four 
food group plan are the same for 
a healthy, active woman, or a 
pregnant women, or a nursing 
mother. But it's possible you 
would have slightly larger por-

tions when pregnant or nursing. 


Same For Other Groups 

The same is true of four or 
more servings of breads and ce- 
reals per day. But the two or 
more daily servings of meat, fish 
or poultry, plus 3 to 5 eggs per 
week could be stepped up to an 
egg every day. Similarly, the two 
or more daily glasses of milk that 
are recommended for normal wo- 
men should be increased to 3 or 
more glasses daily for pregnancy 
and 4 or more glasses daily while 
nursing 

As for other foods, such as fats, 
oils, sugar and other sweets, and 
foods such as pies, salted nuts, 
potato chips, these may be added 
for variety and flavor but if you 
gain too much weight these addi- 
tional foods are the ones you 
should first cut down on, or cut 
out

Halloween Twisters Of Your Own 


For an touch to the 
Halloween festivities — why 
not make your own pretzels? 
Here’s an easy and creative 
recipe — and fun too! 


Let stand for one hour. 

Then mix in 4% cups of 
flour, Knead mixture for about 
10 minutes. Pre-heat oven for 
5 minutes to warm it, then 
turn OFF the heat. Place mix- 
ture in a greased bowl, cover 
it, and place in the warmed 
oven for about an hour until 
mixture doubles. 

When it has doubled in size, 
make the twists as shown be- 
low. 

Place the twists on a greas- 
ed cookie sheet—not too close 
together for they - spread. 
Then—to make them look per- 
fect: 

Dilute one egg yolk with 
one or two tablespoons of 
water or milk. Brush a thin 
coat of the liquid on each 
pretzel. Sprinkle with coarse 
salt. 

Bake in a preheated oven 
at 475 degrees for 12-15 min- 
utes until they are golden 
brown. Yields about 2 dozen. 

Eat them hot, right out of 
the oven, dipped in mustard, 
the way the professional pret 
zel bakers do, or dipped in a 
special Halloween dip. Your 
own homemade pretzels — de- 
licious. 

HOW TO TWIST 

Step One: Take a chunk of 
dough about the size of a golf 
ball. Role into a “rope” about 
15” long. Be sure to work on 
a piece of wax paper so that 
the dough doesn’t stick. 

Step Two: Make a loop by 
carefully picking up the ends. 
Your pretzel is beginning to 
take shape. 

Step Three: Bring the left 
end of the loop over to the 
right—and the right end un- 
der the left. A twist will be 
formed in the center. 

Step Four: For the tradition. 
al three hole shape, bring the 
ends over and down. Press 
ther against the sides of the 
loop. Now you have a perfect 
twist pretzel.

A half-million dollar water 
mprovement project is under 
lose study by Montevallo’s 
Nater Works and Sewer Board.

The Veterans 
Administration today alerted 
two million veterans and 


dependents who get monthly 
VA pension checks that they 


will receive annual income 
questionnaires with their 
November | checks. 

The VA asks these 


pensioners to do two things 

1 - Fill out the 
questionnaire accurately and 
completely. 

2 - After signing it, the 
recipients should return the 
form promptly to VA -- no 
later than January 15, 1971. 

VA pointed out that as 
1971 pension payments will be 
based on submitted 
information, the questionnaires 


must be returned by the 
January 15 deadline to insure 
non- interruption of pension 
checks. 

VA pension is paid to 
veterans totally and 
permanently disabled from 
nonservice connected 
disabilities. Widows and 


children of deceased veterans 
may also be cligible for VA 
pension if they meet certain 
income limitations 

Parents of deceased veterans 
who receive dependency and 
indemnity compensation are 
also required to fill out and 
return the questionnaire.

Servicemen overseas have 
expressed a desire for more 
personalized Christmas gifts 
this year, according: to 
American Red Cross workers 
stationed at military 
installations throughout the 
world. 


Tape recordings made by 
family, friends and neighbors 
are at the top of the men’s 
Christmas list. These recordings 
should contain information 
regarding family activities, 
greetings from all members of 
the family, and perhaps 
recordings of the serviceman’s 


record favorites. Many Red’ 


Cross chapters provide tapes 
for families wishing to send 
Christmas greetings from home 
and often snapshots of the 
recording session. Family 
photographs and home baked 
goods also are greatly 
appreciated personalized gifts. 

Among the gifts that 
servicemen themselves say are 
most meaningful are: small 
calendars which clip on 
watchbands; small magnetic 
games such as checkers and 
chess; peg and other puzzles 
that can be carried in a pocket; 
wide tooth combs; pencil-size 
clip-on flashlights with 
batteries; shampoo concentrate 
in tubes and canvas and rubber 
shower shoes. 

Other items suggested by 
Red Cross include: paperback 
books, current issues of sports 


and automobile magazines; 
washcloths: soap bars on ropes; 
wash and dry towelettes; pocket 
calendars, plastic picture and 
identification holders; nine-volt 
radio batteries; deodorants, 
plastic bags; insect repellent, 
and inflatable pillows;

To insure gifts arriving 
safely, packing should be done 
with care. Two excellent and 
practical packing methods 
utilize hometown newspapers 
to reinforce boxes, thus 
providing local reading matter 
for the serviceman, and 
mounds of unbuttered 
popcorn, which keep small 
items intact. 

Perishable items such as 
fruitcakes, cookies and 
brownies should be 
individually wrapped and 
packed in metal air-tight 
containers. Because of mail 
delivery these perishable items 
should be kept to a minimum.

6:00 o'clock to 9:30 P.M. This 
session is being held in the 
evening to accommodate those 
people who wish to prepare to 
drive a school bus but possibly 
could not attend a daytime 
class.

Transall Division of Modern 
Handling Systems of Alabaster 
was recently awarded two 
contracts amounting to over 
$1,300,000 for engineering, 
manufacturing, and erecting a 
coal handling conveyor system. 
The conveyor system will load 
barges and trains at a rate of 
1,000 tons per hour. 

The systems will be owned 
and operated by Arch Minerals 
Corporation, and will be 
located in North Alabama. The 
barge system will convey coal a 
distance of over one and a half 
miles from a mountain top to

the Tennessee River into 
barges. 

Modern Handling Systems’ 
Transall Division is becoming a 
leader in furnishing over- land 
conveyor systems and has four 
systems this nature in 
progress at this time. 

Up until this decade, most 
movement of materials over 
one mile was done with a 
truck, train or barge. Now 
most major coal companies are 
turning to conveyors for 
covering distances up to ten 
miles, especially where the 
terrain is rough.

These classes are being held 
throughout the State of 
Alabama to comply with the 
1969 Legislative Act No. 281 
which states, quote: 

**Requiring and providing 
for special training and 
licensing of drivers of all 
vehicles used to transport 
pupils to and from school and 
in all school-related activities, 
whether such vehicles are 
publicly owned and operated 
or operated under contract 
with a private owner.” 

The classes are given by 
State Department of Education 
personnel. All school bus 
drivers and substitute drivers 
who now hold a temporary six 
months certificate must attend 
this training program in order 
to remain qualified to drive. 
Those who attended the 
training program last April and 
received a regular school bus 
drivers license are qualified 
through the remainder of the 
school year. Another training 
program will be held in April 
of 1971 to revalidate the 
regular licensed drivers and also 


to train additional people. 

If you hold a valid Alabama 
drivers license, are in 
reasonably good health, and 
are not full-time employed, 
you may want to include 
dirving a school bus as part of 
your daily activities. We have 
several ladies presently 
operating school buses in 
Shelby County who are doing a 
fine job. We would like to 
encourage more of our ladies 
to prepare themselves to drive 
school buses by attending this 
training program.. Those who 
serve on substitute status will 
be placed on regular service as 
vacancies occur, 

We can accomodate 65-70 
people in the November class. 
Please drop a card to: Shelby 
County Board of Education, 
Columbiana, Alabama, or call 
669-2491, on or before 
November 10, 1970, if you 
would like to participate in the 
November class. We need 
responsible people to assist in a 
most responsible activity - - 
that of transporting our youth 
to and from school.

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County voters sweep in 
Democrats in all offices 


The Democrats walked 
away with big pluralities in the 
Shelby County general election 
Tuesday, but local Republican 
candidates brought in a 
sufficiently heavy vote to 
provide an uneasy feeling for 
some of the winners. 


Total vote was also heavier 
than expected with more than 
8,000 votes cast throughout 
the county. 


In the hottest of the local 
contests, incumbent Sheriff C. 
P. “Red” Walker won his bid 
for re-election’ by a vote of 
2,58S to 2,396 over 
Republican candidate C. E. 
“Bull” Carter with 48 of $2 
machines tallied. 


Probate Judge Conrad M. 
Fowler won handily over his 
Conservative opponent,, T. C. 
Dickinson, with a vote of 
6,141 to 476. 

Tom Stubbs, incumbent 
Representative to the 
legislature polled 5,746 to 
Republican Lewis Walker’s 
1,613. 

In the contest for Circuit 
Clerk Democrat Kyle Lansford 
outdistanced Republican Betty 
Lee by 5,952 to 1,410. 

Republican Doug Wyatt 
polled 460 votes for District 
Four County Commissioner 
but political newcomer I. D. 


Stone polled 1,033 fram his ° 


position on the popular 
Democratic ballot. 

In the race for Governor, 
George Wallace carried Shelby 
County by a landslide in the 
unofficial tabulation. With four 
boxes out, Wallace had a vote 
of 6,504; Couch had 150; 
Cashin polled 560; Watts 62 
and A. C. Shelton came closest 
with 990 votes. 


The proposed amendment 
to increase the state income 
tax to benefit education was 
soundly defeated by a vote of 
3,184 to 982 in Shelby 
County. 

Fifth District Congressman 
Walter Flowers won Shelby 
County voters’ favor by 6,292 
over his NDPA opponent, 
Rogers, who drew 383 of the 
votes cast. 

Victor Poole won the race 
for state board of education 
from the Fifth District by 
6,014 votes to 338 for his 
opponent, J. Hoard. 

Jere Beasley won his bid for 
the lieutenant governor’s chair 
by polling 6,184 votes in the 
incomplete Shelby County 
tally. His nearest opponent was 
Republican Bob French who 
drew 1,286. Hayes polled 412, 
Stephenson, 145 and retired 
Admiral John Crommelin drew 
64. 


Bill Baxley trounced 
McDonald Gallion in the 
contest for attorney general by 
a Shelby County unofficial 
vote of 5,681 to 1,300. 

Agnes Baggett easily 
her race for state treasurer with 
6,553 votes to Butler’s 437 and 
Hughes’ 204. 

Melba Till Allen, incumbent 
state auditor, drew 6,341 votes 
against Pandow’s 458 and 
Williams’ 248. 

The office of Secretary of 
State went to Mabel Amos 
among Shelby County voters 
who cast 6,163 votes for her 
and 458 for Sally

Veterans Day, Nov. 11 


Observance of Veterans 
Day, Noveinber 11, 1970, in 
reality, marks’ the ‘ending of 
World War I more than 50 
years ago. It was, at this time, 
the first Armistice Day was 
observed. Then came World 
War II - only. a little more than 
a generation ago. Then- - Korea 
-- Now Vietnam! 

War clouds, dark and 
sinister have, for years, 
overcast our lives, hearts and 
homes. At long last, if we can 
believe the news media, TV 
programs etc, -- a “silver 
lining” - - wishfully hoped for - 
is appearing on the horizon. 

Our impression of the 
reaction of these news items is 
an intermingling of joys and 
sorrows. Glad hearts are 
rejoicing over the anticipated 
home coming of gallant, 
patriotic young American lads. 
Sorrowing hearts are conscious 
of the indelibly engraven fact 
that their own sons will never 
come home; and the, shadow of 
a little white cross falls across 
the sunlit dream path. A silver 
Service Star stands silent 
sentinel in the window 
signifying the supreme sacrifice 
of one who died that we might 
live and enjoy the freedom and 
peace for which they gave their 
young lives. 

Those of us who have 
shared the letterless days, the 
long lonely nocturnal vigils 
under star- dimmed skies; the 
innumerable hours fraught 
with anxiety, will perhaps 
pause with more 
understanding -- on Nov. 11, 
as we pay our grateful homage 
to those whom we realize made 
possible this memorable 


occasion. 

The reaction from citizens, 
this year, to this national 
holiday, however, is not 
marked by the historic 
accounts of the wildly beating 
drums, and the blowing of 
whistles which was evidenced’ 
following the signing of the 
Armistice. Today there is a 
subdued dignity, a hushed 
sitence, as groups of citizens 
tread softly and reverently by 
the “Scroll of Honor,” on the 
court house grounds, on which 
is inscribed the names of our 
gallant young soldiers who 
have made this day a 
realization for us. The occasion 
seems to be one too deep for 
tears; and words hold no 
meaning when spoken to the 
parents of those who have 
brought a fresh memorial 
wreath and placed it near the 
monument. Perhaps it is not a 
time for words. Perhaps we 
should pause just long enough 
to give a handclasp of 
sympathetic understanding and 
continue on our way to meet 
the challenge a busy day 
always brings clinging fast, 
however, to the hope that the 
peaceful dawn, now promised, 
will appear on the horizon of 
some not too far distant Glad 
Tomorrow. 

Before closing this article 
may I share with you a 
poignant poem I have received 
expressing the anxiety these 
young mother’s feel as they 
look at their new born sons? It 
tells the tragic war story far 
better than we have been able 
to do. It is entitled Born in War 
and was written by Mary Bell 
McClure. 


Billy Chandler 


Carnegie Hero 


Friends and classmates of 
William Joel Chandler, son of 
the late Dr. and Mrs. Joel 
Chandler of Columbiana, will 
take pride in reading this news 
item regarding “Billy” 
Chandler as he was 
affectionately called while 
attending school here in 
Columbiana. 

The news item comes from 
Laurel, Miss., where he and his 
family now reside and states 
that: “William Joel Chandler, 
has received national 
recognition by the Carnegie 
Hero-Fund Committee for a 
vital role he played in the 
Laurel train explosion of Jan. 
25, 1969”. 

“Mr. Chandler and Frank 
Morris Wells Sr., of Laurel, 
Miss., have been awarded 
bronze medals and a monetary 
grant of $750.” 

The Commendation on 
Chandler states: “Chandler, 
who was aboard the train, felt 
that if the cars which had been 
derailed were not moved, 
additional explosions might 
occur with resultant fatalities. 
He left the engine and started 
back along the track as flames 


raged over the wrecked cars. 

“Chandler reached the last 
of the standing cars which also 
contained propane, He turned 
the valve controlling the brake 
pressure thus allowing the 
forward section of the train to 
be moved away from the 
burning cars before other 
explosions could occur” which 
act doubtless saved the lives of 
many people. 

The old Chandler home is 
now owned by the Columbiana 
United Methodist Church and 
will, if we have been correctly 
informed, be torn down in 
preparation for further 
expansion of the church’s 
needs. 


Many residents in 
Columbiana will recall Dr. 
Chandler who served this 


section for many years 
professionally and Mrs. Myra 
Chandler who was widely 
known for her religious 
activities in the First Baptist 
Church.

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Women may be better drivers 


Another claim to male 
superiority is on shakey 
ground, 

Results of a nationwide test 
show that men may not be 
better drivers than women 
after all. 

In fact the study showed 
girls reacted slightly better in 
four simulated traffic 
emergencies than their male 
counterparts. 

The teenagers, members of 
driver education classes using 
the Aetna Life & Casualty 
Drivotrainer system, had to 
cope with an impending 
head-on collision, a near 
sideswipe, brake failure and a 
tire blowout. 

Students using the 
Drivotrainer system sit in small 
model cars fully equipped like 
real automobiles. The “drivers” 
respond to changing traffic 
conditions seen in full-color, 
sound films. 

Shown the emergency 
driving film for the first time, 
the girls grappled with the 
crises better than the boys in 
two out of four situations and 
tied them in a third. 

The percentages of correct 
responses were: 

Tire blowout -- girls, 26%; 
boys, 19%. Sideswipe -- girls, 
17%; boys, 11%. Head-on - - 
girls, 26%; boys, 27%. Brake 
failure - - girls, 57%; boys, 66%. 

Although the girls did 
somewhat better than the 
boys, neither group scored 
highly. Overall, more than two 
our of three reacted incorrectly 
in the four emergencies. 

These statistics emphasize 
the desperate need to train 
individuals to handle driving 
emergencies 

Simulation offers the best 
way of bringing the highway 
into the classroom and safely 
exposing beginning drivers to 
dangerous but common road 
situations.

practice emergency driving 
maneuvers over and over until 
they learn the correct 
responses that will help avoid 
accidents on real highways. In 
real life, of course, drivers may 
never get a “second chance” to

effectiveness in teaching 
emergency driving techniques 
was illustrated when the 
students were exposed to a 
second blowout later in the 
film. On the first blowout 
emergency, 78% of the 
students handled it wrong. The

Unemployment cut 
by 3,000 in state 


The number of unemployed” 
workers in Alabama during 
September dropped by almost 


3,000, reports the State 
Department of Industrial 
Relations. 


The unemployment decline 
broke a rising trend established 
in Alabama earlier this year. 


Total unemployment in 
September was placed at 
64,500 workers. 


According to the Industrial 
Relations Department the drop 
in unemployment is the result 


of fewer new entrants and 
re-entrants into the labor force. 
It also reflects the seasonal 
withdrawal part-time and 
temporary jobseekers, many of 
whom returned to school. 


The unemployment rate, as 
compared to the total civilian 
labor force, is estimated at 5.1 
percent. This is well below the 
rate for the nation, but much 
higher than the 3.9 percent 
ratio reported for Alabama at 
the same time last year.

in area reducing costs

Financial news from Shelby 
Memorial Hospital is good. 


For the first time in the 
memory of longtime hospital 
observers, hospital costs have 
come down, 


Administrator Chester Black 
told the Reporter Tuesday that 
costs are down $1.12 per 
patient day over last year. (The 
figure is temporary, subject to 
desk review audit and may 
reach $1.18) 

It does not mean, of course, 
that room charges to patients 
will be reduced; it means that 
operating costs are in better 
control, greater tfficiency is in 
effect, and the hospital is in a 
position to provide better 
services. 

The figured 


costs are 


according to ‘established 
hospital procedures based on 
fiscal years ending June 30, Of 
66 hospitals audited to date in 
the general Birmingham area, 
Shelby Memorial is the only 
one showing a reduction in 
costs. Most of the others show 
increases of six to ten percent, 
Black said. 

Cost per patient day is used 
by insurance companies as the 
basis for paying hospitals. If a 
hospital’s costs go up, the 
insurance companies pay more; 
if the costs go down, the 
insurance companies pay less. 

Shelby Memorial has 
returned $15,728 to Blue Cross 
and Medicare this year after 
finding the costs had come 
down. 

Better service is also being 
provided with a new X-ray 


machine which went into 
service recently. A $7,000 film 
developer was recently 
purchased, and the hospital 
took delivery this week on a 
$1200 resuscitator for the

nursery, Black said. 

The hospital administrator 
hopes to expand community 
services and this week is 
instigating a diet counseling 
program for diabetics. Black 
hopes to offer services in other 
areas, with the idea of helping 
people to stay well at home, 
rather than waiting until they 
need hospitalization. 

In giving out the good news, 
Black noted however, that 
costs all around him are going 
up. He hopes to be able to hold 
the line on room charges, but 
cites the proposed increase in 
electric power rates as just one 
of the many costs that 
continue to rise. Electricity is a 
heavy expense at the hospital 
and the 8% increase notice by 
Alabama Power Company this 
week will have to be allowed 
for in next year’s budget.

Signs are extremely 
expensive since only the very 
best aluminum blanks and 
reflective sign faces are used. 
Signs are placed carefully to 
protect you and your most 
precious possessions, the 
family and friends that may be 
in the vehicle. The THEFT or 
VANDALIZING of just one 
STOP sign at an intersection 
can result in a tragic accident 
with all the heartaches and 
crippling injuries that follow. 

This County has been losing 
over $1000 per year from theft 


and vandalism of highway 
signs, During the year 1970 the 
loss will exceed this 
considerably. Most important 
however, is the extreme danger 
which the theft or vandalism 
places the unsuspecting driver 
approaching an _ intersection, 
sharp curve, bridge out. or 
other hazards along the route. 
Law Enforcement Officers are 
making every effort to 
apprehend the guilty parties 
and have recovered a number 
of signs only recently, The 
Sheriff's Department, City 
Police, Alabama Highway

Richard Beard, Alabama's 
Commissioner of Agriculture 
and Industries, has called for a 
reduction in tariffs on foods 
exported by Alabama and 


other Southern states to 
Central and South American 
nations. 


Beard, who was re-elected 
to his government post in last 
week’s elections, served as 
principal speaker at an urban- 
rural relations meeting of the 
Montevallo Rotary Club, 
Thursday night. 

The Commissioner, who 
also operates Glendale Farms 
and Glendale Mills near 
Trussville, reminded the nearly 
60 Rotarians and their guests 
that today’s American farmer 
produces enough food and 
fibre not only to feed and 
clothe himself, but 42 other 
Americans, too. 

In commenting on the 
advances in agricultural know 
how, Beard pointed out that 
the American farmer's 
capabilities have reached the 
point that the United States is 
the only nation in the entire 
world that imposes restrictions 
on farmers - - limits the farmers 
productivity. 

Beard said it is “one of the 


economic ironies of our times 
that the American Farmers’ 
enormous capacity to produce 
has been marked by a lack of 


our ability to reasonably 
compensate him for this 
achievement.” 

He suggested to the 


Rotarians that one possibility 
of relieving the so called “farm 
problem, or farm surplus” is to 
get other nations, especially 
the underdeveloped countries 
of this hemisphere to reduce 
the high tariffs on foodstuffs 
imported from the United 
States. 

Beard concluded his 
remarks by stating, “the 
initiative and enterprise of 
America’s men of agriculture 
have been largely responsible 
for the level of prosperity 
prevailing in this country, 
today.” 

Beard was introduced by M. 
Thornton, vocational 
agriculture teacher at 
Montevallo High School. 
Thornton served as chairman 
of the meeting on urban - rural 
relations.

Soldier’s View 
Editor, The Sun: 

It’s rather hard for us over 
here to get much news of 
what’s happening in the world, 
but when we do, it seems that 
it is always filled with 
information of a riot here, or a 
“Peace in Vietnam” protest 
there, or some kind of rally 
against the establishment and 
the ideals that found and built 
the United States, and I just 
wish people at home could see 
what it does to the morale of 
the fighting troops here. 

People have so much to say 
about Vietnam, the right or 
wrong of it all, condemning 
what happened at My Lai and 
also our involvement in 
Cambodia which many feel was 
an “invasion” on the part of 
the U.S. troops against 
Cambodians. 


Some of us here feel so 
disgusted when we read a 
newspaper saying, “Students 
are demonstrating, saying 
they're tired of the war, end 
it,” What we would like to 
know is where in the hell do 
they figure they’re tired of a 
war they've never fought, never 
seen, never experienced, and 
actually have no room to talk 
at all because they’ve never 
been there and have never seen 
the good we've done here and 
have never seen the terrorism 
and death inflicted by the 
NVA & VC elements here in 
this country. 

I'm in my 11th month here 
now and I've extended until 
December, where on my return 
home I'll be separated from the 
Army. My job here is a gunner 
on a helicopter “Charlie” model 
gunship and it would take too 
long to explain what a gunship 
consists of and all but I can say 
I’ve seen what the VC and 
NVA do to people both 
American and Vietnamese and 
I can also say I’m glad I could 
be put into such a position 
such as flying on gunships, to 
try and stop and eliminate the 
enemies of this country, for I 
feel they are also the enemies 
of my country. 

Nobody likes to kill, and 
I’m no exception but it is the 
way of life here and especially 
in the air. You don’t get a 
second chance because that 
little man is trying his best to 
kill you, too... 

They made a big issue of 
people being murdered at My 
Lai, over a hundred of them, 
but where were the big 
headlines when over 3,000 
civilians were murdered at the 
city of Hue in 1968, 

I have seen the mass graves 
and bodies that were found 
and they are still finding more, 
The VC executed those people 
at Hue and then Hanoi can talk 
of our brutalities? The 
militants at home, black and 
white, shout “end the war,” 
and advocate revolution in the 
U.S. So how are they an 


better than the Gls here who 
have to kill in order that they, 
and others may live? ... 


We want peace in our own 
country, because God knows 
we've seen enough death and 
sorrow and suffering here to 
last a lifetime, and we wish 
some of the revolutionaries and 
militants and protestors could 
see some of it, too, and I’m 
sure they’d think twice about 
having something like that in 
our own country, 

America is still a great, 
wonderful country, and if the

Friday the 13th, this Friday, will be a lucky day for 


deer hunters, 


They have been waiting all year for this day -- the 
opening day of gun hunting for deer. So go get ’em. 

Are you undecided where to go on the first weekend 
of the season? Ask any deer hunter where is the best place 
to go and he will generally tell you where to GO, 

Most serious deer hunters have been in the woods for 


several weeks now mapping 


their strategy for opening day. 


The bow hunter gets an opportunity to check out the 
woods while armed and several hunters have reported 
bringing in a deer with the bow and sticks. 

I took my wife and boy out Sunday afternoon in the 
Cahaba Management Area and learned a lesson, A wife is 
handy in the woods. I was looking over the ground for deer 
tracks and my wife was picking leaves for a fall 
arrangement. All of a sudden she said she had found a bird 
feather. | told her that wasn’t unusual because there were 
birds all around. Then she came up waving a turkey feather 
beneath my nose. Apparently a turkey had been dusting 
himself and left a few feathers behind, We'll make a mental 
note of that particular spot and maybe a big gobbler will be 
passing through the same spot next gobbling season, 

While driving along Turkey Track road, we ran upon 
Harold Franks, refuge manager, parked along the road, 
Franks reminded me that the first day for stalk hunting 
deer in the Cahaba Management Area is this Saturday. 

Franks said the deer and turkey population is on the 
increase in the area and he expects a good season this year. 
He said he will be at the check in station around $ a.m. 
Saturday morning. The checking station is located about 10 
miles south of Montevallo on Highway 25 at the 
intersection of the Bulldog Bend road. 


Franks said there 


is plenty of room in the 


management area for a lot of stalk hunters. I’ve been bow 
hunting in the management area several times and have seen 
a good many deer signs. Gun hunters will have six hunts 
this season to get their buck in the Cahaba Management 


Area. A special hunter’s 


choice bow hunt has been 


scheduled in the area for Dec. 7-12. Gun hunters may take 


antlered deer only. 


Franks reminds hunters that there is no fall turkey 
hunting season in the management area. The management 
area will be open for turkey hunting during the gobbling 
season set for March 20 through April 26.

The party will establish over 
80 geographic positions

months after birth for the first 
teeth -- the incisors, which are 
located in front -- to work 
their way through the gums to 
the outside, through a process 
known as eruption. 

Eruption occurs in two 
cycles: first for the primary or 
baby teeth and then for the 
secondary or permanent teeth, 
Starting with those “cute” 
baby teeth, the process ends in 
adulthood with the third 
molars or “wisdom” teeth. 

As early as five years of age, 
the first permanent teeth begin 
to erupt. These are the 
all-important six-year molars, 
known as the “keystone of the 
dental arch.” These teeth are 
strategic in determining the 
position of the other 
permanent teeth. 

Proper professional care of 
these teeth can prevent pain 
and orthodontic treatment 
later on. The Alabama Dental 
Association points out that it is 
essential that a child be 
examined by a dentist during 
the eruption of these teeth -- 
and preferably before. 

During school and teen 
years, the primary teeth 
continue to drop out one at a 
time, to be replaced by 
permanent teeth. Roughly, the 
“teething” schedule calls for 
central incisors to appear at 
about seven years; lateral 
incisors at eight; cuspids at 
nine or ten; bicuspids from ten 
until 12; second molars 
between 11 and 13; and third 
molars between 17 and 21 or 
later, 

Each person, however, has 
his own teething pattern, 
which is largely inherited from 
his parents. There is no 
ironclad rule governing the 
exact time of eruption, 

There is, in fact, only one 
iron-clad rule as far as teething 
is concerned - - see your dentist 
and see him early!

Vandalism of phones serious 


In a large U.S. city, a young 
woman witnesses a violent 
automobile accident and rushes 
to call an ambulance. She runs 
to a nearby telephone booth to 
find the coin telephone broken 
open and the cord ripped off. 
The pay telephone next door is 
out of service because paper 
has been stuffed into the coin 
slot. The young woman finally 
locates a working telephone in 
the next block, But precious, 
possible life- saving time, has 
been lost. 

People have experienced 
similar frustrations trhoughout 
the country where vandalism 
of coin telephones has been a 
serious problem. But this 
frustration is shared by the Bell 
System.

Another improvement is an 
anti- stuffing device, perfected 
by Bell Labs and now installed 
in WE single- slot coin 
telephones, that prevents 
people from jamming materials 
used for fraud, such as paper, 
wire or thread, into the coin 
chute. The device also blocks 
the unwary customer from 
inserting coins into a coin 
telephone that has been

Additional improvements in 
coin telephones are closing off 
other ways of cheating. First, 
thieves can no longer count on 
duplicating the bell sounds of 
money registering.

If that isn’t enough to 
discourage a prospective 
telephone burglar, he also has 
to face steel armored sheathing 
covering the telephone cord, 
housings of tougher malleable 
sheet steel, and a newly 
designed finger wheel that 
makes removal much more 
difficult.

Works is now able to 
manufacture 165,000 of the 
stronger coin telephones every 
year and all will be equipped 
with the new lock and other 
safety devices before assuming 
their posts at the nation’s pay 
stations.

There were no vaccines for 
poliomyelitis and whooping 
cough, 

‘The Health Department, at 
that time, was trying to 
educate the public about the 
importance of immunizations 
and building ‘pit privies’ which 
were in vogue and the only safe 
means of control in the rural 
areas.” 

Mrs. Roberts has worked 
along with nine health officers, 
five sanitarians and numerous 
nurses. She told the Reporter 
that the grandchildren of some 
of the earlier patients have 
themselves, recently been 
patients. 

She says that she will 
greatly miss her work, but she 
feels she has contributed “‘at 
least a little to make life a little 
better for some.” 

She and her husband, Mims 
Roberts, will continue to make 
their home in Columbiana.

Fulton, is for more family 
homes to be licensed to offer 
day care. She said regulations 
for a family day care license 
are difficult, for most 
average homemakers to meet. 
They mainly are to make sure 
that the child has satisfactory

to be located at U of M 


Alabama Governor Albert 
Brewer announced over the 
weekend the awarding of a 
$376,400 Highway Safety 
Project Grant to the University 
of Montevallo. 

The grant will be used to 
establish a safety instruction 
center and to develop graduate 
and undergraduate courses of 
study in the field of safety 
education.

Dr. Kermit Johnson, UM 
president indicated that 
construction of a $45,000 
outdoor driving range for 
vehicles would begin in the 
near future. 

Dr, Bill E. Fancher, Dean of 
the UM College of Education 
said Montevallo faculty 
members will develop curricula 
leading to an approved 
undergraduate minor in traffic 
safety education. 

Additional courses at the 
graduate level will be added, 
Fancher said, mgking it 


possible of Montevallo to offer 
a masters degree for supervisors 
of safety education. 


Fancher stated the grant 
will also make it possible to

2. develop courses of study for 
children of nursery school

education at stake 


Basic support for public 
education is the issue at stake 
in the county-wide election on 
December 8. No new taxes are 
sought in this election, but 
merely a continuation of 
present advalorem levies. 


At the request of the Shelby 
County Reporter, the county 
board of education prepared 
the following statement 
putting forth their position on 
this important election 


The Shelby County Board 
of Education urges the voters 
of Shelby County to give the 
9,328 public school students 


the educational opportunities 
they need and deserve by 
relevying the seven mill 


advalorem tax on December 8, 
1970. 

Our forefathers realized the 
importance of local support to 
public education some 40 years 
ago and levied a seven mill tax 
that has been collected locally 
and expended by the Board of 
Education ever since. 

Money collected from the 
local seven mills has been the 
major source of revenue that 
the Board of Education has 
had complete authority to 
spend on what they believed to 
be the most urgent needs of 
the public school program. 
Almost all the other monies are 
earmarked for specific 
purposes. 

During the last ten years, an 
average of more than 
$150,000. of the money from 


the seven mills has been spent 
annually capital outlay 
purposes new buildings, 
property, equipment, etc. This 
will continue to be a necessary 


for 


expenditure as long as the 
Shelby County school 
enrollment continues to 


increas: 

During the last three years, 
$150,000 to $200,000 
has been used annually to 
employ about 40 additional 
teachers above the state 
allocation to reduce the pupil- 
teacher ratio. 

Last year, over $124,000 
from the seven mill tax was 
used to pay gas and electricity 
bills of the schools, Over 
$61,000 was spent for 
maintenance of the school 
plants, These and many other 
expenditures have been a 
necessity to any good school 
program and must be paid 
from local funds. It would be 
almost impossible for any 
school to raise this money 
locally except by continuing 
the seven mill advalorem tax. 

This is the most important 
issue that public schools have 
faced in many years, and 
probably the most important 
issue in the history of public 
schools. 

Without the support of the 
public to re-levy the local seven 
mills, public schools not only 
lose the nearly 1/2 million 
dollars in local money, but 
under Act No. 33 of the 1969

Editorial- 
Education tax 
must continue 


The seven mill ad valorem taxes for Shelby County 
schools must continue, 

Next Tuesday voters have the right to vote yes or no 
to the taxes which provide the basic structure for public 
education in this county, 

No new tax is requested. The election is only for 
renewing she same taxes that Shelby County property 
owners have been paying for the past 40 years 

However, far more money is involved this time than 
ever before, The State of Alabama decided last year that 
local school districts must provide certain local support 
before they are eligible for any state education funds, In 
former years, the state paid counties on a pupil attendance 
basis and required no particular measure of local support, 

Shelby County voters have always provided local 
support, and, with the current millage in effect, mect the 
new requirements of the legislature 

If this tax is continued, Shelby County receives $5 
for every $1 it pays. If the tax is not continued, the county 
loses the entire amount, Over $3 million per year is 
involved and this means the difference between having and 
not having a public school system, 

True, there is a four mill tax levied in 1963 and a 
one mill tax levied last year that will remain in effect for 
several more years, and these two taxes are not at stake in 
next weck’s election, However, they alone would not bring 
in enough money to meet the state matching requirements. 
At current ad valorem rates, one mill brings in about 
$69,000, 

Voting Tuesday will be on three separate questions: 
A one mill, a three mill and another three mill tax, adding 
up to the seven mill levy property owners have been paying 
for years. 

Public schools have gone through a very trying 
period in recent years, and many voters are distrubed, But 
the Shelby County Reporter believes a “No” vote on these 
levies would be a vote for ignorance, misery and poverty. 
Surely we do not want to condemn ourselves and our 
children to such a future. 

Pull the “YES” lever three times Tuesday.

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Vincent considers 
sewerage system 


Vincent city officials are 
considering installation of city 
sewerage. 

J. A. Lowe, Mayor of the 
northeastern Shelby County 
town told the Reporter an 
engineering survey shows a 
preliminary cost of $464,000 
would be needed to install 
sewers. 

The town is moving slowly 
in consideration of all the 
factors involved. Lowe said he 
is insistent that all future users 
of the system be consulted 
before final plans are made, 

Aid in the form of federal 


grants and loans would be 
necessary, 

As engineered by Charles 
Tucker Engineering Co., of 
Birmingham, the proposed 
system would not serve all 
residents of Vincent. 

Lowe said the engineers 
included the areas from the 
Vincent Elementary School up 
to above the galvanizing plant, 
back past the housing project 
in one direction and Hines 
Crossroads in the other 
direction. A small lagoon for 
the industrial park is also 
proposed, 


In regard to paving, Lowe 
remarked that Vincent has 
spent $20,000 for street paving 
since he took office in the fall 
of 1968. He plans to get 
underway with an additional 
black topping project soon, 
The town has $6,000 
remaining in its fund for street 
improvements, Lowe said, 

A former member of the 
Shelby County Board of 
Education, the Vincent Mayor 
strongly endorsed the 
re-levying of the seven mills for 
education in the election next 
Tuesday,

stay in the classroom, Twice as 
many boys as girls are found to 
be suffering from mental 
illness, 

The “Report of the Joint 
Commission on Mental Health 
of Children” states there are 
450,000 known disturbed

Nonfarm jobs 
continue decline 


Despite an increase in the 
overall civilian labor force in 
Alabama during October, 
ionfarm wage and salary 
employment continued to 
decline, according to the State 
Department of Industrial 
Relations. 

The most recent industrial 
relations survey places nonfarm 
wage and salary employment at 
995,600, a decrease from the 
previous month and from the 
same time last year. The entire 
over-the- month loss was 
centered in the manufacturing 
‘segment, ’ 

Meanwhile, the civilian 
labor force grew by some 
11,000 people over September. 
Most all the: increase reflects 
idditional demands for 
agricultural workers. However, 
the total work force in October 
was less than reported for the 
same month a year ago. 

Manufacturing employment 
dropped by 2,600 workers 
during the month. Layoffs due 
to fewer business demands was 
responsible for much of the 
iOSS. ; 

Nonmanufacturing 
employment had very little 
over the month change and is 
reported at 678,300 workers. 
Construction showed the 
biggest changes with a loss of 
more than 1,100 workers. 


There was a slight decrease in 
retail trade employment. Major 
gains were made in government 
with much of the increase in 
public school employment.

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Consumers warned 
of unethical dealers 


Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Industries 
Richard Beard warns 
consumers about dealers who 
ire using unethical practices 
and false claims to promote the 
sale of beef among families 
with home freezers and other 
quantity buyers. 

The Alabama Cattlemen’s 
Association and several 
Chambers of Commerce and 
Better Business Bureaus are 
joining the Department of 
Agriculture in an attempt to 
save the public from heavy 
losses on beef purchases, 

Commissioner Beard said 
the beef dealers to beware of 
are those known as “Bait and 
Switch’’ beef dealers. The 
“Bait and Switch” title comes 
from the practice of advertising 
a product at a very low price 
where the product is not 
available when the person visits 
the place of business. The 
jealers try to interest the 
customer in a higher price cut 
of meat, and often these 
dealers will also substitute or 
“switch” an inferior grade of 
meat during the cutting and 
wrapping. 

In addition, the dealer may 
also use false or misleading and 


deceptive language in their 
selling practices, Beard said. 
Many of the “Bait and Switch” 
beef dealers use false grading 
terms in reference to their 
products, They deceive the 
customer on the quantity of 
better and higher priced steaks 
and roasts and minimize the 
amount of cheaper cuts, scraps 
and cutting losses. 

There is reason to believe 
that unethical beef dealers are 
back in Alabama, Beard said. 
He added that they have 
returned a little smarter and 
probably a little more cautious, 

Usually any order of meat 
from these dealers will cost 
from $1,30 to $2.00 per pound 
for soup bones, hamburger 
meat, stewmeat, roasts, etc., 
Beard said. 

Commissioner Beard 
pointed out that his warning is 
not meant to discriminate 
against or to injure any retail 
or wholesale outlet that 
operates on a fair and equitable 
basis and that has the 
confidence of the customer. He 
urges anyone with questions to 
contact the Department of 
Agriculture and Industries, 
P.O. Box 220, Montgomery, 
Alabama.

Sparkman speaks 
for conservation 


Sen, John Sparkman said in 
Montgomery Monday that 
Congress was not going to let 
the Nixon Administration get 
away with scuttling the 
Agriculture Conservation 
Program. 

In a speech prepared for 
delivery to the 28th Annual 
Meeting of the Alabama Soil 
and Water Conservation State 
Association at the Jefferson 
Davis Hotel, Sparkman said 
that the Alabama farmer and 
farmers throughout the nation 
were the least guilty in failure 
by America adequately to fight 
pollution and waste of the 
nation’s resources, 

“With the help of the Soil 
Conservation Service and 
others, the American farmer 
was fighting against pollution 
and waste long before it 
became so popular to do so,” 
Sparkman said. “And that is 
why I find it completely 
incomprehensible that the 
Nixon Administration is 
apparently determined to 
scuttle the Agriculture 
Conservation Program. 

“At a time when this entire 
nation and its great people and 
its great resources are being 
focused upon the search for 
solutions to our ecological 
problems of pollution and 
waste, it just does not make 
sense to me to do away with 
the one program that has a 
proven, 30-year record of 
effective conservation and

anti-pollution practices,” 
Sparkman declared. “I do not 
think the Congress will let 
them get away with it.” 

Sparkman congratulated the 
Soil Conservation Service, 
noting that Alabama was 
completely covered by 
organized soil conservation 
districts by early 1941, 

“You have completed soil 
surveys on more than 12 
million acres,” Sparkman said. 
“You have created more than 
70,000 miles of terraces on 
Alabama farms; more than 300 
miles of diversions, and more 
than 7,000 miles of open 
drains. 

“You have built more than 
46,000 farm and wildlife 
ponds,” he said. “You have 
planted trees on more than 3 
million acres of land in 
Alabama,”

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ACT tests form composite 
of typical college freshman 


‘As the first year of a new 
decade draws to a close, much 
of the nation’s attention 
remains focused on youth, 
college campuses and on 
college students. 

Because Shelby County is 
“home” to one of the state’s 
major institutions of higher 
learning and because one of the 
frequent questions coming 
from many quarters is, “What 
is an average college student 
like?’’ the Shelby County 
Reporter has attempted to 
provide a profile of a typical 
college freshman. 

Most of the information 
comes from the American 
College Testing Program, an 
lowa based organization that 
examines nearly a _ million 
students seeking admission to 
colleges, every year. 

The examinations, 
popularly known as ACT tests, 
are required for admission to 
more than 1,800 colleges and 
universities including nearly all 
institutions in Alabama. 


VA offers 


Information gleaned from 
current data indicates the 
“average” freshman is 18 years 
old, was a B-minus high school 
student and was a member of a 
high school graduating class 
numbering between 100 and 
400 students. 

The average freshman 
earned a 19.8 composite score 
on the ACT examination. The 
test scale runs from | to 36, 

Just prior to entering 
college slightly more than half 
of the men indicated they 
hoped to finish college, but 
only 35% of the girls planned 
to complete the requirements 
for a degree. Thirty-four 
percent of the men hoped to 
do graduate work and ten 
percent planned to earn a 
doctorate, 

Another interesting point is 
that high school grade point 
averages reported by male 
students are generally lower 
than the averages reported by 
female students. Men, however, 
averaged higher scores than did

The 
“average” freshman, prior to 
entering college, worked 
regularly for pay at a job 
obtained without parental 
help. 

Slightly more than 30 
percent of today’s freshman 
class, indicated they had been 
involved in high school student 
movements to change their 
respective high schools in some 
manner dress codes, 
liberalization of rules, etc, 

For the most part, statistics 
show very few radicals, a trend 
to fewer haircuts, and a deep 
concern for such things as 
environment, relevency and a 
voracious appetite for 
knowledge.

Hospital directors seek money 
for new building program 


Directors of Shelby 
Memorial Hospital are seeking 
a committment from. state 
hospital authorities to expand 
the number of rooms at the 
hospital, 

The local board is seeking 
Hill- Burton funds in its efforts 
to launch a building program 
proposed several months ago. 

The Shelby Board has had 
approval of its plans from the 
greater Birmingham Regional 
Health Planning Commission 
and this week presents its plans 
to authorities who control Hill- 
Burton expenditures for the 
State, 

The hospital operates at full 
capacity most of the time. 


Board members forsee that 
rooms must be added to keep 
up with the county’s 
expanding population and the 
public's demand for more 
extensive health care. Whether 
or not additional local taxation 
will be needed to carry out the 
expansion depends upon 
several factors, according to 
spokesmen, 

Two additional mills for the 
hospital can be added to ad 
valorem taxes upon vote of the 
County Commission because 
the voters of the county 
approved such taxes in the 
original vote held years ago. 

Charles Chamblee, an 
accountant of the firm of Ernst 


and Ernst reported to the 
Board Monday night on the 
hospital and nursing home's 
condition for the

School lunches range from 
thirty to forty cents, in

new survey. 

The USDA contributes 
surplus foods to the county 
lunchrooms. This food is 
equivalent in value to about 15 
cents per lunch, Mrs. McClure 
said. 

In addition, the USDA gives 
the county a five cent 
reimbursement for every paid 
lunch. 

The only school in the 
county that does not operate 
its own lunchroom is the 
Calera Annex school. Children 
are bused daily to Calera High 
School for lunch. 

Mrs. McClure said that 
about 80 per cent of all 
children in school eat in the 
lunchrooms. At this time of 
year she indicated, the rate of 
participation declines, as 
children go without lunch to 
save money for Christmas 
presents.

The Heart

Dove hunters will be back in action come Saturday 
noon. 

Hunters will have until January 7th to collect their 
fill of doves, This second part of the season is when the 
migratory birds arrive in the area and the size of the doves 
are generally larger. Most hunters will agree that the 
soybean fields are the best for hunting doves during the 
second half of the season. Soybeans are harvested late in 
the fall and are generally about the only heavy grain 
avajlable for the out-of- town birds this time of year. 

Another migratory bird, the woodcock, should be 
‘showing up soon in this part of the state. It is a real popular 
bird in the north, but I have heard of very few woodcock 
hunters in this area. 

The woodcock offers a different type of wing shot. I 
have seen a few in the county and usually see the few that I 
do see in areas where timber has been cut recently and near 
water. You'll think you are shooting at a feathered 
helicopter when he gets up and I'll give a testimonial right 
here that they are hard to hit if you try to take them on the 
upward climb. The season on woodcock opened last 
Sunday and will run through February 15th. 

The last two-day hunt of the season is scheduled this 
Friday and Saturday in the Cahaba Management Area 
between Montevallo and Centreville. | was down talking 
with Harold Franks, refuge manager, last week and he said 
the deer are feeding in the game plots scattered over the 
22,000 acres in the management area. 

An eight-pointer was killed near one of the game 
plots on the last hunt Franks said. That brought the total to 
three deer killed in the management area during scheduled 
hunts this season. He said the eight pointer was about two 
years old. 

Gulf States Paper has scheduled two three-day 
primitive weapons hunts on their Marengo game preserve 
near Linden for hunters who prefer using bow and arrows 
and muzzle loaders. 

The first hunt is set for Dec. 26-28 and the second 
hunt is scheduled for Jan. 8-10. The second hunt will be 
hunter’s choice deer hunt. 

According to Gulf States Paper, the 5,000-acre 
preserve, located five miles west of Linden on Highway 69, 
is one of the state’s richest wildlife areas.

Sparkman expresses 
optimism over bill 


Senator John Sparkman 
expressed optimism today over 
the outlook for the bill he is 
sponsoring to help small firms 
eliminate some of the red tape 
involved in floating stock issues 
with the Federal Securities and 
Exchange Commission. 

The Chairman of the Senate 
Small Business Subcommittee 
on Finance and Investment 
said that the House of 
Representatives is scheduled to 
consider on Monday 
Sparkman’s bill, S. 336, to 
amend the Securities Act of 
933 to permit smaller 
businesses to float security 
issues of up to $500,000 under 
simplified and lower cost 
provisions of the law. 

Sparkman congratulated the 
House Committee on Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce for 
giving the bill its stamp of 
approval and recommending 
the bill’s passage to the House. 
The Senate had previously 
passed it. 

Enactment of the bill will 
mean that companies and their 
attorneys will be able to gain 
SEC approval of small stock 
issues in the Atlanta and other

Congressman explains revenue sharing 


By Congressman 
Walter Flowers 

Judging from inquiries and 
comments that have been 
received in my office lately, 
there seems to be a great deal 
of interest at the local level in 
the “Federal Revenue Sharing” 
proposals now pending in 
Congress. The matter has been 
much discussed by the 
National Governors 
Conference, National 
Association of Counties and 
League of Cities and has been 
the subject of many news 
stories and editorial comments. 

“Revenue Sharing” refers to 
a plan by which the Federal 
Government distributes a 
portion of its tax revenues to 
states and localities without 
specifying a particular use of 
the funds. The states and local 
governments receiving these 
payments would be free to 
determine themselves how to 
use the grants. The Federal 
Government does not now 
provide this type of general 
support payments to states and 
localities, and instead makes 
grants - in - aid for specifically 
defined purposes, often with 
extensive Federal controls. 

“Revenue Sharing” would 
give states and local 
governments the funds and the 
flexibility they need to 
function effectively within our 


Federal system and to provide

essential public services. It 
would be a system of “money 
without strings’, instead of 
“strings without money”. 

Plans for general Federal 
grants to state and local 
governments are not new. One 
hundred and thirty years ago, 
the Federal Government put 
into effect a systein oi revenue- 
sharing on a one-shot basis, by 
distributing to the states the 
surplus then accumulated in 
the National Treasury. In many 
of our states today, there are 
systems of revenue- sharing 
with local governments 
analogous to proposals made 
for its adoption at the Federal 
level. 

The proposed bills in the 
House are before the Ways and 
Means Committee where 
hearings have not been held as 
yet. The Administration 
blames the Congress for 
inaction on these measures, yet 
the House leadership insists 
that hearings have not been 
held because the White House 
has assigned a low priority. 

Congressional critics 
contend that sharing Federal 
revenues with the states is bad 
because the Federal 
Government would do the 
taxing while the states would 
do the spending. They claim 
that this division of 
responsibility would reduce the 
pressure against careless 
spending by local communities. 

On the other side of this 
argument is the contention 
that there is even now a 
division of responsibility in the

Five persons escape death 


in blast at Dairy Queen 


The explosion. that 
demolished the Dairy Queen 
Drive-In in Columbiana a week 
ago Wednesday looked like 
something you would see in a 
western movie, according to 
Hanson Leach. 

Leach, who was standing 
across the street at McDow 
Motor Company at the time of 
the explosion, said the building 
blew up sending debris flying 
through the air and then the 
roof of the buildimg began 
settling. 

Howard Brasher was 
rounding the corner of the 
Bristow Building on his way 
back to his barber shop from 
the bank when he heard the 
explosion which sounded to 
him like someone had placed a 
giant firecracker in a tin can. 

Harold McCord, chief of the 
Columbiana Volunteer Fire 
Department, said it was a 
miracle that anyone inside the 
building survived the 
explosion, 

At approximately 9:45 a.m. 
a week ago Wednesday, 
Columbiana businessmen and 
Christmas shoppers along Main 
Street were stunned by an 
enormous blast. A column of 
black smoke belched from the 
south end of town and people 
rushed in the direction of the 
smoke. 


Six persons were injured 


and three of them remain in 
University Hospital, receiving 
treatment for burns and cuts. 

J. T. McDow rushed the 
injured to Shelby Memorial 
Hospital where they were 
checked in the energency room 
and sent on to University. 

Mrs. Ena Mae Bristow, 
manager of the Dairy Queen, 
suffered third degree burns on 
her hands and first and second 
degree burns on the rest of her 
body. She said that the force 
of the explosion blew her from 
the kitchen into the front part 
of the building. Doctors expect 
to begin skin grafts on her 
hands this week. 

Mrs. Joan Lowery, an 
employee, is suffering first and 
second degree burns on about 
41 percent of her body. She 
attempted to get out of the 
building by a back door where 
flames were high. 

Mrs. Brenda Jones of Shelby 
had fortunately left her young 
baby in the car while she went 
to the service window to order 
food. The baby was unhurt, 
but Mrs. Jones remains at 
University Hospital being 
treated both for burns and cuts 
she received from flying glass.

John Reid, an employee of 
the Columbiana Gas Board was 
approaching the Dairy Queen 
to cut off the natuarl gas main 
line at the time of the 
explosion. He was showered 
with glass and debris, and 
received numerous cuts. He 
was treated at the Columbiana 
Clinic, and returned to work 
the same day. 

Fire Chief McCord said the 
fire was concentrated near the 
rear of the building and the 
firemen were able to bring the 
fire under control. However, 
the fire was fed by gas and the 
firereen were not able to 
extinguish the blaze until the 
gas was shut off. 

McCord gave this account of 
what apparently caused the 
explosion: Workmen were 
outside the building digging a 
hole to bury gasoline tanks for 
a self-service gasoline station. 
The frontend loader that was 
excavating for the tanks hit the 
natural gas line forming an “S” 
in the pipe. The pipe pulled 
loose for the meter at the rear 
of the building and gas seeped 
into the building. McCord said 
one of the employees of the

Dairy Queen reported smelling 


Williams of a strong odor of gas in the 


building. He said the gas 
concentrated in a back storage 
area and was apparently ignited 
when a water heater switched 
on. 

McCord said that during the 


fire, it was believed that the 
fire was being fed from the 
natural gas pipes and a ditch 
was dug to a shut-off valve on 
the pipe.

Although 
many Birmingham specialists 
are on Shelby Memorial's staff, 
it is usually more convenient 
for the doctor and better for 
the patient for specialized 
treatment to be conducted in 
Birmingham.

Black said, “We do not keep 
anybody we feel can be better 
cared for at a Birmingham 
hospital.”

‘Small wonder, then, that 
churches are a favorite sub- 
ject for Christmas greeting 
cards. This year, the 95th an- 
niversary of Christmas cards 
in the United States, is no 
exception. 

A look into the past shows 
three well-known churches 
which were favorite Christ- 
mas card features. The Little 
Church around the Corner 
and Trinity Church, both in 
New York City, and West- 
minster Abbey in London are 
pictured on cards dated 
around 1925 and now in the 
Norcross historical collection. 


The oldest of these church 
buildings is Westminster Ab- 
bey, a national shrine and 
the Mother Church of the 
Commonwealth of Great 
Britain. 

In 1966 the Abbey cele- 
brated its 900th anniversary, 
and thousands of people from 
all over the world visited the 
church where both common- 
ers and royalty have wor- 
shipped for centuries. 

In commemoration of the 
event, Westminster under- 
went a 10-year program of 
cleaning and repairs that 
cost $1,120,000, 

It was on Christmas day 
that William the Conqueror 
was crowned at Westminster, 
and buried there are Newton, 
Darwin, Keats, Tennyson, 
Browning, and royal person- 
ages such as Queen Elizabeth 
I and her rival for the throne, 
Mary Queen of Scots, Rich- 
ard II, Henry VII and St. 
Edward, whose shrine is the 
most sacred spot in the 
Abbey. 

In September 1965, a tablet 
was added in memory of 
Winston Churchill.

Comics Get Help 


When icons returned to 
favor in the 9th century, the 
Iconoclastic Age had been 
responsible for the loss of 
much religious art — but it 
had some benefits 

Secular art gained by it, 
as artists of the monastic 
schools began to work under 
the patronage of the nobility. 

Even modern comic strips 
owe something to the Icono- 
clasts. The monastic artists 
who turned to secular work 
brought with them the By- 
zantine method of telling a 
story through a continuous 
series of drawings. 


There's Inspiration 


As in all forms of art, the 
story of the Nativity has been 
& Source of inspiration to 
iconographers through the 
ages 

The Madonna and Child 
have long been favorite sub- 
jects for icons, while Byzan- 
tine triptychs often showed 
Christ, Mary His Mother and

So declares John Papas- 
piliopoulos, leading icon- 
ographer and owner-cre- 
ator of the Byzantine 
Icons Studio, New York. 

He points out that the 
turn of the century Art 
Nouveau technique, which 
has influenced much con- 
temporary art, is related 
to Byzantine religious art 
A non-realistic use of color 
and flattening of perspec- 
tive are typical. 

As an iconographer, Mr 
Papaspiliopoulos leads the 
development of a “Byzan- 
tine art of the 20th cen- 
tury.” 

Assisted by the artists 
of his studio, he has deco- 
rated some 30 churches in 
the United States. In his 
native Greece, he has dec- 
orated 19 Athens churches 

Like Byzantine artists of 
centuries past, Mr. Papas- 
piliopoulos works with tra- 
ditionally authentic egg 
tempera. He makes his 
own tempera from egg, 
vinegar and ammonia. To 
this emulsion, coloring 
agents are added. 

He makes extensive use 
of gold leaf, another tra- 
ditional element in Byzan- 
tine art. His work shows 
his own personal touch 
but always follows the 
pure Byzantine style

Customs of holiday 


from many lands 


Mistletoe, Sunta Claus, letters to Santa, Christmas customs 
galore — where did they all begin? 


The customs of Christmas come 


from many lands and 


many eras. They evolve from pagan ceremonies into Chris- 
tian rituals, And they stretch from West to East, from North 
to South, as each country contributes something special and 
traditional to the celebrations of the holiday. 

When seasonal gaiety rings out in Canada, the merriment 
is echoed in Mexico. When North or South Americans gather 
for Christmas festivities, the people of Sweden are doing the 
same — and so are the peoples of Holland and France «nd 
Italy and Spain and countless other European countries. 

In the far East, Christian communities spread the customs 
of Christmas, which mingle with the year-end ceremonies 
observed by those of other faiths. 

That the legend and lore of Christmas knows no boundaries 
is illustrated in the following round-up of Yuletide customs, 
based on information provided by the editors of the Encyclo- 


pedia International. 


In England 

From the north of England 
comes the happy custom of 
the kissing bough, A large 
hoop, twined with greens, is 
decorated with apples and 
candles. And in the center 
there's mistletoe —signal for 
exchanging kisses 


In Austria 

Custom of writing letters 
to Santa Claus may have be- 
gun in Austria, where, long 
ago, it was an Advent tradi- 
tion for children to write let- 
ters containing lists of what 
they'd like to receive on St 
Nicholas’ Day 


In Italy 

From Italy comes a most 
poetic addition to Christmas 
lore. For three weeks during 
the Christmas season, chil- 
dren traditionally go from 
place to place reciting Christ- 
mas poems. They expect coins 
in return, to buy holiday 
goodies 


In Sweden 

An ancient custom that is 
still observed in some Swed- 
ish households today is that 
of “dipping bread into the 
pot.” Each person dips a 
piece of bread into pork and 
sausage drippings and eats it 
for good luck. 


In Holland 


For St. Nicholas season, it’s 
traditional in Holland to 
make flat cakes called Klass- 
jes, Once exclusively made in 
the form of the bishop, St 
Nicholas, Klassjes now take 
any form of bird, beast or 
fish 


In France 

At Salers in central France, 
old-time tradition calls for a 
king and queen to rule over 
Christmas festivities. Rulers 
pay for the privilege, since 
they are “elected” by bidding 
at an auction held on the 
church steps 


in Germany 

A procession which blends 
pagan and Christmas cus- 
toms is part of the legend 
and lore of the holiday in 
Ruppin, Germany. A rider on 
a white horse, symbolizing 
the horse of the pagan god 
Wotan, leads the parade. He 
is followed by Father Christ- 
mas, who is decked with rib- 
bons and carries candy and 
fruit 


In Switzerland 

A Swiss custom that dates 
back to the Middle Ages i 
to start the New Year free 
of debts. December 6th, the 
feast of St. Nicholas of Myra, 
the first Santa Claus, is the 
day set to meet all monetary 
obligations such as rents and 
mortgages

Scholars study 


source of star 


“There shall come forth a 
Star” — Numbers 24:17. 

In this Old Testament 
prophecy by Balaam, was a 
real star meant, or does 
“Star” refer to a great per- 
son? . 

For centuries, Biblical 
scholars have considered this 
question. Many believe that 
the prophecy led the wise 
men to watch for and follow 
the “star in the east,” of 
which St. Matthew wrote in 
his story of the Nativity. 

The star itself is the source 
of many theories. Perhaps 
the best of all is that it was 
a miraculous appearance and 
as such needs no explana- 
tion, 

However, astronomers 
through the ages have sought 
to connect the star seen by 
the wise men with other re- 
ported celestial objects — a 
comet, perhaps, or an espe- 
cially brilliant star that only 
appears at long intervals. 

Still another theory sug- 
gests that the star may have 
been a configuration or 
grouping of planets. In 1604, 
the German astronomer Jo- 
hannes Kepler theorized that 
Jupiter, Saturn and Mars 
might have occurred in such 
a configuration at about the 
time of Christ’s birth. 

The fact that the star and 
the visit of the wise men 
were described only by St 
Matthew has led to still an- 
other question. Did only the 
wise men see the star?
